CHICKENS, GOATS, 

AND URBAN RANCHES? 

I just bought a house with an oversized lot in Austin city 
limits. I’m thinking about buying chickens or possibly even 
a goat or minicow. Can I keep livestock on my property in 
the city? 

Yes, but only if you can comply with relevant city 
ordinances. In the spirit of keeping Austin weird, more 
residents are entertaining the idea of adding animals to 
Austin’s urban paradise that are typically associated with 
rural settings. Raising chickens, for example, has grown in 
popularity over the past few years, fueled in part by the “eat 
local” movement seen in urban areas all over the country. 

But before you rush off and buy your first goat or cow, 
you should get very familiar with relevant Austin city ordi- 
nances, especially chapters 3-1 and 3-2, which provide the 
basic framework for maintaining livestock in Austin. 

Austin ordinances define livestock to include horses, 
mules, jacks, jennets, cows, bull steers, hogs, pigs, swines, 
sheep, or goats, other than a miniature breed. As a general 
rule, an enclosure used to keep livestock must be located at 
least 100 feet from adjoining residentially zoned property 
and at least 50 feet from a structure used for human habita- 
tion. There are some exceptions to the general rule that 
reduce the minimum distance from the animal enclosure 
to a structure used for human habitation. For example, an 
enclosure used to keep only one livestock animal weighing 
less than 200 pounds must be located at least 10 feet from a 
house. Similarly, an enclosure used to keep one or two female 
or neutered miniature livestock (defined as meeting the 
published breed definition of “miniature”) also only needs a 
minimum 10-foot distance from the enclosure to a house. 

Austin ordinances define fowl to include chickens, 
turkeys, geese, guinea hens, or ducks. An enclosure to keep 
two or more fowl must be located at least 50 feet from a 
residence or business, excluding the residence or business 
of the fowl’s owner or handler. 

Keep in mind that the provisions mentioned above are 
just a few examples of the requirements and restrictions for 
maintaining livestock in the city of Austin. Austin owners 
of livestock also have to be wary of noise (the animal can’t 
make frequent or long, continued noise that is disturbing to 
a person of normal sensibilities) and must provide proper 
care (basic shelter, sanitary conditions, etc.). Be sure to 
read all the relevant city ordinances (www.amlegal.com/ 
austin_tx) so you can determine whether owning livestock 
is a good idea under your specific circumstances.

NO REASON TOM & RAY 
CAN SEE FOR EXTRA 
OIL-CHANGE CHARGE 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

A few weeks ago, I stopped at Jiffy Lube for 
an oil change (I have a 2005 Kia Sportage, 
four-wheel drive, with 16,500 miles). I asked 
the man behind the counter for a price on an 
oil change. He said $24.95. And then he said: 
“Oh, you have four-wheel drive. That’ll be 
$39.95.” I asked what four-wheel drive has to 
do with the price of an oil change, and he just 
pointed to the price on the board. Since then, 
I’ve talked to five other garages, and they had 
that same dumb look on their faces that I did 
when the guy pointed to the sign. So, is there 
any reason an oil change for a four-wheel- 
drive vehicle should cost more ? - Dave 

RAY: Only when the owner of the garage 
has a boat payment due. 

TOM: The answer is no, Dave. There’s no 
technical reason why an oil change should 
be any different on a four-wheel-drive vehi- 
cle. The number of driven wheels is deter- 
mined by the transmission, not the engine. 
So a four-cylinder engine, for example, holds 
the same amount of oil whether the car has 
two-wheel drive or eight-wheel drive. 

RAY: My guess is that this particular Jiffy 
Lube (Jiffy Lube is a franchise, so each 
store is owned by an individual, not by Jiffy 
Lube itself) includes something else along 
with the oil change. 

TOM: Exactly. So, along with any oil 
change, for instance, this Jiffy Lube also 
checks your differential fluid level. And since 
you have an all-wheel-drive vehicle, you do 
have an extra differential to check. If your 
car had an on-demand-style four-wheel- 
drive system (which it doesn’t), there ’d be a 
transfer case to check, too. Still, an extra $15 
bucks for that seems kind of steep. 

RAY: We checked with a local Jiffy Lube 
franchise near us, and they charge an extra 
$2 to do it. 

TOM: It’s something a lot of places will 
even do for free, Dave, since it gives them a 
golden opportunity to sell you a complete 
differential and transfer case service!

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Meet the Republicans 

The party of sober experience parties hearty

Whatever you think of their politics, the Repub- 
licans generally find ways to be entertaining. So it is 
this week in St. Paul, Minn., where the Grand Old 
Party is hosting its disgraced standard-bearer only via 
satellite - incumbent President Bush being appar- 
ently just too busy to pay an actual visit to 
the Republican National Convention that 
will nominate his successor. (One can 
hear the faint prayer of the party faithful: 

“Oh Lord, let there be a little-bitty hur- 
ricane, just big enough to close Dulles 
Airport.”) The flummoxed GOP strate- 
gists are also trying to figure out how to 
market their very peculiar vice presidential 
nominee, who would make a more likely candi- 
date for an oil-field sitcom - Married (in Alaska) With 
Children. You’ve got to hand it to the party of family 
values: This crowd fervently prefers teenage preg- 
nancy and shotgun marriages to sex education and 
birth control. 

In a sensible culture, parents who would keep 
their children ignorant of basic sexual knowledge 
and then expect them to give birth on demand - by 
all accounts, sacred principles of the Palin tribe - 
would be considered guilty of child abuse. In the 


good old U.S. of A., especially its hinterland regions, 
such primitive practices are not only tolerated but 
celebrated - if you play your cards right, they could 
get you nominated for national office. The Sarah 
Palin Saga is only the latest, goofiest chapter in 
the ascendancy of the Sanctified Know- 
Nothing Party to titular Leadership of the 
Free World. 

However blissfully innocent of world 
affairs Palin may actually be - and the 
available evidence is that she qualifies 
well to be the notoriously vindictive 
mayor of a small Alaskan town - she is 
certainly no less qualified to run a dying 
empire than the current White House occu- 
pant. Reporters from The Huffington Post discovered 
this tidbit from a Palin speech to members of her 
Assembly of God congregation: “[Pray] for this coun- 
try, that our leaders, our national leaders, are sending 
[U.S. soldiers] out on a task that is from God. ... 
That’s what we have to make sure that we’re praying 
for, that there is a plan and that that plan is God’s 
plan.” Bush is nominally a Methodist but even less 
shy about proclaiming that his Iraq war decisions 
arrive directly from God Almighty.

> AUSTIN WELCOMES GUSTAV EVACUEES As 

during Hurricane Katrina, Austin became a ref- 
uge this week for Gulf Coast residents fleeing 
Hurricane Gustav. The Red Cross estimates 
around 450 evacuees came to the city. Most 
spent at least one night in one of Austin’s two 
shelters at the Delco Center and LBJ High 
School, while some people with special medical 
needs were housed at the Austin Convention 
Center after being flown in by the Texas Air 
National Guard. It’s still unclear how many evacu- 
ees in total headed to town. Sara Hartley, 
spokeswoman for the city’s Office of Emergency 
Management, said, “I know anecdotally there’s a 
lot of people with friends and family in town, but 
there’s no way to estimate that number.” New 
Orleans Mayor Ray Nagin has requested that 
evacuees do not return to the city until emergen- 
cy repairs and inspections have been completed. 
Hurricane season runs through Nov. 30, and 
there are currently three tropical storms - 
Hanna, Ike, and Josephine - developing in the 
Atlantic. For information on making donations to 
hurricane victims, visit www.fema.gov/donations.

> GREEN GROUPS TO SUE DYNEGY Outside the 
Houston headquarters of Dynegy, the investor- 
owned utility with the most planned coal plants in 
the nation, two green groups announced plans 
last Thursday to sue the company to halt con- 
struction of a new Waco-area coal-burner, which 
they say is being built without required controls 
for hazardous air pollution, in violation of the fed- 
eral Clean Air Act. “This lawless behavior is moti- 
vated wholly by financial considerations; it has 
real environmental and health consequences,” 
wrote local attorney David Frederick. The suit, 
brought by local branches of the Sierra Club and 
Public Citizen, says Dynegy’s Sandy Creek plant, 
currently under construction, will emit illegally high 
levels of mercury, dioxin, and 65 other pollutants 
that, according to the Environmental Protection 
Agency, pose serious threats to public health. 
“Excellence in Environmental, Health and Safety 
(EHS) performance is critical to our company’s 
success,” reads Dynegy’s website, which goes on 
to say the company will conduct business “in a 
manner that protects people, the environment 
and our assets.” Matthew Tejada of the Galveston-

> REHEARING FOR INJURY-LAWSUIT LAWSUIT The Texas 
Supreme Court has announced it will grant a rehearing in 

the Entergy Gulf States Inc. v. John Summers case. 
Refer to our previous coverage (“Justice and Worker 
Safety,” Dec. 21, 2007, and “Texas Supreme Court Draws 
Widespread Criticism,” Aug. 22) for a more detailed 
description of the case, but the basic issue was whether 
a premises owner who hires an independent contractor 
and provides workers’ compensation insurance for the 
contractor’s employees can be considered a “statutory 
employer” for workers’ comp purposes - and therefore 
can only be required to pay workers’ comp benefits to an 
employee injured on the job and receive shielding from 
lawsuits. Last August, the court said yes; the decision 
was immediately met with a barrage of criticism from leg- 
islators, labor leaders, and attorneys who say the 
Legislature never intended that a premises owner should 
also be considered a general contractor and that the court 
was using an overly literal interpretation of the wording of 
the law. If the ruling stands, it could create an unintention- 
al loophole allowing companies to avoid injury lawsuits. 

The hearing takes place Oct. 16 at the Southern 
Methodist University Dedman School of Law. - Lee Nichols 

> NEW AFFORDABLE RENTING COMMUNITIES Affordable 
housing is no longer just a myth. OK, maybe it is, but at 
least there are three new rental spots - two in Austin 
and one in Pflugerville - that fit the affordability profile 
for 470 families and individuals whose incomes range 
from modest to low. The Housing Authority of Travis 
County recently opened a trio of moderately priced 
apartment communities - developments that material- 
ized by dint of some creative financing at the local level 
in the face of budget cuts at the federal level. The proj- 
ects include a development for seniors, City View at 
the Park on Woodward, which includes a movie theatre 
for residents. The four-story complex received a four-star 
energy rating from Austin Energy for its green building 
construction. In far South Austin, SouthPark Ranch 
Apartment Homes, near South First and Slaughter, caters 
to families with children. A third, Cambridge Villas in 
Pflugerville, is designed for the elder set and offers a 
range of support services, including a hair salon and doc- 
tor visits. The three projects are at 70% occupancy or 
higher, according to the Housing Authority. - Amy Smith 


Below the Radar 

We can expect to hear several more shoes drop before the media 
tires of Le Affair Palin , and by Tuesday, the London bookies were 
reported to be steadily lowering the odds on an eventual Palin 
withdrawal (maybe hapless Joe Lieberman still has a shot). On the 
whole, the mainstream media were less assiduous about reporting 
the rather more virulent scandal going on outside the St. Paul con- 
vention, where local police in cooperation with federal authorities 
were first making pre-emptive arrests of potential protesters as well 
as independent reporters and then engaging in wholesale busts of 
hundreds of people on the streets. The pre-emptive charge, as early 
as Saturday - against such treacherous organizations as Food Not 
Bombs and I-Witness Video - was an all-purpose “suspicion of 
conspiracy to riot.” By Monday, random 
reporters were getting caught up in the drag- 
net, among them the indispensable Amy 
Goodman and a couple of her colleagues 
from Democracy Now! 

On Sunday, St. Paul Police Chief John 
Harrington appeared on C-SPAN to defend 
the pre-emptive arrests, and a glowing report 
in Tuesday’s Minneapolis Star Tribune pro- 
claimed that the authorities had learned 
from the 2004 New York RNC to avoid both 
the street chaos and the subsequent success- 
ful lawsuits for false arrest. Apparently, the official memo never 
reached the designated miscreants; on Tuesday, while 10,000 
people marched peacefully, a few dozen renegades blocked streets 
and attacked cars and shops, and several hundred people were 
arrested in the ensuing police riot. 

Other than the local alternative weekly, City Pages, and Salon’s 
Glenn Greenwald online, there was little mainstream reporting of 
any of this until late Tuesday, and the Associated Press and most 
other sources led with predictable variations on the theme of “pro- 
tests turn violent.” There was nothing about police infiltration of 
peace organizations (reported months ago in City Pages ) and virtu- 
ally nothing about the visible militarization of public streets. 
(Goodman was arrested, roughly, for approaching a heavily armed 
police line to inquire after the status of her already bloodied col- 


leagues.) Asked about the busts, Harrington declared, “If a reporter 
is committing crimes while they’re under their credentials, I think 
they become regular citizens.” 

Translation: Don’t ask us no questions, and we won’t bust 
your heads. 

Rounding Up Mavericks 

The Republicans are now calling their ticket “Maverick 
Squared,” to signify McCain’s surprise selection of the Alaskan 
Spitfire. Reportedly, McCain had most wanted his Senate col- 
league Lieberman, while the Rovean cabal strongly preferred Mitt 
Romney - so McCain went looking for a wild card. In GOP cir- 
cles, this is known as considered judgment, on a par with the 
candidate’s reliance on the counsel of Phil 
“You’re All a Bunch of Whiners” Gramm. 

As I said, the Republicans can always be 
counted upon for amusement. But Texans 
should take loud exception to McCain’s usurpa- 
tion of the mantle of “Maverick.” The late 
Maury Maverick Jr. was a friend of mine (virtu- 
ally destitute after a life of pro bono lawyering 
and activism, he liked to give me financial 
advice) and, like all the Mavericks before him 
(especially his legendary father, who once faced 
down a right-wing lynch mob), was a truly inde- 
pendent thinker and politician who regularly defied entrenched corpo- 
rate and political power, including his own Texas Democratic Party, in 
defense of minority rights, workers rights, anti-war activism, and the 
whole panoply of human rights. Next to the real Texas Mavericks, John 
McCain is a pampered milquetoast whose singular and overwhelming 
ambition to be president has clouded his every public action, and it 
would make him a true and loyal successor to George W Bush. 

Maury’s sister Fontaine wrote that her brother once told her that 
“if he hears that John McCain is a Maverick ONE MORE TIME, he 
is going to shoot the TV . . . Every time we hear that use of our 
name, it is like fingernails on a blackboard times ten.” Expect to 
feel that sensation a lot, this week and over the next couple of 
months - while you do everything you can to make certain it won’t 
persist for the next four years. ■

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WOOD WASTE TO BURN 

One big, bad biomass behind; one 
bigger, badder budget to go

If it feels like much has happened since 
the new council held its first meeting, July 24, 
well, so it has. While there’s been a fair share 
of thumb-suckers - Batfest, anyone? - some 
major decisions have indeed gone down. 

For starters, there was the inevitable, 
now formal scuttling of the Mobile Loaves 
& Fishes RV park for the homeless (a 
casualty of neighborhood opposition) and 
initiatives to examine building-crane safe- 
ty, both from Council Member Mike 
Martinez, who’s also announced his inten- 
tion to address cell-phone usage while 
driving, with a prohibition against texting; 
Laura Morrison has announced plans to 
update and overhaul the city’s historic 
preservation policy, together with Lee 
Leffingwell; Leffingwell has joined with 
Martinez (and potential rival for the mayor’s 
seat Brewster McCracken) to add teeth to 
local campaign finance laws, making it an 
enforceable misdemeanor to play fast and 
loose with cash in local races. 

But the two recent issues that have 
loomed largest - politically and financially - 
were the controversial Austin Energy biomass 
plant and the fiscal year 2008-09 budget. 

After a hastily called open house (and a 
perfunctory week’s delay proposed by 
Sheryl Cole, in order to bring in outside 
legal teams to eyeball the deal), the $2.3 
billion biomass plant was approved last 
week. Some still felt flummoxed by AE’s 
light-speed handling of the proposal; 
Morrison called the public process “far from 
ideal,” and Randi Shade noted that “with 
more public input, we do get a better prod- 
uct” - yet the contract was still approved 
unanimously. Unsurprisingly, Mayor Pro Tern 
McCracken launched into one of his poor

quies, waxing about 

market trends, the California market melt- 
down, and other issues arguably above his 
pay grade. Fie did have the good sense to 
acknowledge that a wood-burning power 
plant “obviously is not a long-term strate- 
gy. Our strategy for clean energy is not 
from burning sawdust. Flowever, this does 
have some environmental superiorities, 
particularly as a midterm solution.” 

As for that other monetary behemoth - 
the city budget, totaling $2.8 billion in 
expenses, $620.7 million of which makes 
up the General Fund that pays for city 
agencies - the bill is coming due. Council 
meets next week, Monday, Sept. 8, for the 
first of three scheduled budget adoption 
dates. If the past is any predictor, don’t 
look for them to spend all three if they 
don’t have to. The yeomen’s work on the 
budget was done over the course of sever- 
al months of presentations and discus- 
sions, so if they have the chance, they’ll 
pass it on all three readings. (For another 
window into the council’s specific con- 
cerns, go to www.cityofaustin.org/budget, and 
click on “Council’s Budget Questions” to 
read council questions and responses 
from city staff.) 

While some major concerns have been 
closed - including revision of a blanket 
trash-throwing fee in response to critics 
who said the fee did nothing to incentivize 
recycling - there’s still a big wish list of 
items publicly unaddressed. They include 
the potential closure of all branch librar- 
ies one additional day to offset $420,000 
in costs related to required security and 
janitorial improvements, aiming to 
fit street repairs for more than 8% 
of city streets per year in the 
Transportation Fund budget (the 
preferred goal is 10%), and, even 
more troubling after the falling tree 
branch at Zilker Park, any reconsid- 
eration of holding 24 vacant posi- 
tions empty at the Parks & 
Recreation Department - a full 5% 
of the work force. 

After the adoption, council 
doesn’t return to the dais until 
Sept. 25. And with the decisions 
they’re facing, would you want to 
return any earlier? ■

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Anti-Abortionists Want 
More Health-Care Money 



With the 81st legislative session just 
around the corner, funding requests from vari- 
ous state agencies putting together budget 
documents for next year have begun to circu- 
late - including a Legislative Appropriations 
Request from the state’s Health and Human 
Services Commission that proposes add- 
ing another $1.5 million to the pet project of 
Sen. Tommy Williams, R-The Woodlands, the 
Alternatives to Abortion program. 

The program, created by a budget rider in 
2005, is designed exclusively to “promote 
childbirth” and to steer women away from 
abortion. It does so, however, without provid- 
ing any medical services whatsoever and yet 
has been funded by siphoning $5 million per 
biennium from the ever-dwindling pot shared 
by traditional providers of actual medical ser- 
vices - family planning and reproductive 
health services - for low-income women and 
others without other access to health care. 
Now HHSC has included in its biennial request 
additional funding for the Alternatives to Abor- 
tion program, which is administered by the 
group Texas Pregnancy Care Network - an 
outfit created in summer 2005 (presumably 
in response to the new funding opportunity 
created by Williams’ rider) by three people 
without experience in either nonprofit admin- 
istration or in women’s health care - but with 
solid, all-important anti-choice credentials. 

The money that has gone to TPCN to 
administer the Alternatives to Abortion pro- 
gram would otherwise have gone to tradition- 
al health-care providers - including Planned 
Parenthood (certainly the best known provid- 
er of women’s health care but ultimately just 
one of several agencies doing this work) - to 
provide core medical services. These provid- 
ers offer not only gynecological exams and 
HIV and STD testing but also cancer and dia- 
betes screenings and counseling related to 
abortion, adoption, birth control, childbirth, 
and domestic and sexual abuse. 

In contrast, the Alternatives to Abortion pro- 
gram was designed to provide very little - it is 
the one goal the program appears to have 
achieved. TPCN is responsible for contracting 
for services with providers - overwhelmingly 
these are so-called “crisis pregnancy centers,” 
which “counsel” women (at a cost to taxpayers 
of more than $1 per minute) about childbirth 
and adoption, for example, as desired out- 
comes. The providers refer clients to other 
state and federal programs - like Medicaid, 
food stamps, etc. (programs that the govern- 
ment already advertises) - and provide “class- 
es” on topics like “life skills” and “parenting.” 
(To date, the state has failed to provide open 
records requesters, including the Chronicle, with 
syllabi for these classes because, as they’ve 
said, they don’t actually have that information.) 

Unlike the performance measures required 
of providers of medical care, the performance 
measures that were designed by, and must 
be met by, TPCN under its own contract with 
the state are completely subjective. They pro- 
vide that a certain number of women must 
visit their contracted providers, for example, 


and that “99 percent of the women served 
will report they feel supported.” 

Indeed. 

According to HHSC spokeswoman Stepha- 
nie Goodman, from Sept. 1, 2007, through 
July 1, 2008, nearly 54,000 individuals made 
“visits” to one of TPCN’s providers. (TPCN orig- 
inally said it anticipated signing on between 
100 and 150 providers; this year it has down- 
graded that target to between 20 and 40. In 
reality, as of May 31, it had 18 providers.) But 
those providers served a total of 9,992 “cli- 
ents.” The additional funding of $1.5 million 
would allow TPCN providers to “allow for as 
many as 11,990 clients and up to 65,819 vis- 
its in Fiscal Year 2010 and 13,908 clients and 
up to 76,350 visits in Fiscal Year 2011,” 
Goodman wrote in an e-mail. She says the 
request for additional funding was prompted by 
the service providers, who “have indicated that 
there’s more demand for these services than 
they can provide with the current funding.” 

Nonetheless, as things stand and based on 
the most recent numbers provided by Good- 
man, just 18% of the folks who visit a TPCN 
provider actually become clients. In that con- 
text, it’s hard to understand what sort of need 
exists that would justify infusing the program’s 
budget with additional taxpayer dollars. 

By contrast, there’s little doubt that there 
is a demonstrable need for funding actual 
health care for poor women. In her e-mail, 
Goodman notes that the HHSC appropriation 
request includes “additional funding for the 
Women’s Health Program that provides family 
planning services to women who don’t other- 
wise qualify for Medicaid.” That program began 
in 2007 and is “serving almost 124,000 
women per month” with actual health-care 
services. “We expect that number to increase 
to 131,539 [per month] in FY2011.” 

A FEDERAL RULE CHANGE? 

Meanwhile, in D.C., the Department of 
Health & Human Services has drafted a 
new proposed rule that, if enacted, could fur- 
ther undercut women’s access to reproductive 
health services and provide avenues for orga- 
nizations like TPCN and a host of crisis preg- 
nancy centers to receive additional federal tax 


dollars. Ostensibly, the proposed rule, champi- 
oned by HHS Secretary Michael Leavitt, was 
drafted to ensure that health-care providers 
cannot be discriminated against for refusing 
to participate in procedures they find objec- 
tionable - like abortion or sterilization. But the 
way the rule is worded, it would protect health- 
care workers from participating in any mea- 
sure they object to on “conscience,” including 
providing information about or referrals for 
birth control. Moreover, the rule would forbid 


any recipient of federal funding from “discrimi- 
nating” against an individual because of his 
or her moral objections and would withhold 
access to federal funds for any entity that 
fails to comply with the provisions of the rule. 

The potential result, says Sarah Wheat, 
vice president of community affairs for 
Planned Parenthood of the Texas Capital 
Region, is that women’s health clinics could 
be forced to hire employees who fundamen- 


tally disagree with their core mission. “It’s 
sweeping, is what it is,” she said. The rule 
would impact as many as 584,294 providers 
- including hospitals, medical schools, pri- 
vate doctors offices, and public clinics - with 
a yearly cost of $44.5 million to implement. 

Yet there have been nondiscrimination “con- 
science” rules on the books that protect 
health-care workers who object to abortion and 
sterilization since the 1970s. Why these are 
suddenly insufficient to protect workers is 


unclear. If the new rule is enacted, says Wheat, 
standards that come with certain federal funds 
could be erased. Those standards identify clear 
and quantifiable performance measures 
required to receive funding that provides for 
family planning and preventative health screen- 
ing services but not abortion (no federal fund- 
ing can be spent on abortion) or prenatal care. 
Without those standards, it would seem nearly 
impossible to restrict entities eligible to receive 
funds - meaning that crisis pregnancy centers 
and groups such as TPCN could access funding 
historically targeted to providing actual health 
care. Currently, under Title X, it is “very clear 
that grantees have to provide the full range of 
options. But if the rule says, ‘OK, your con- 
science won’t let you [do that],’ then you can’t 
be punished” for not providing those options, 
she says. If the rule passes, then “what would 
prevent [crisis pregnancy centers] from applying 
for federal family planning funding?” 

The rule is currently in limbo, pending a 
required 30-day comment period. A draft of 
the rule can be found at austinchronicle.com/ 
webextra, along with instructions on how to 
submit comments to HHS. - Jordan Smith

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AISD PUTS 
FAITH IN VOTERS 


With Nov. 4 looming, the Austin Independent 
School District and its allies are scrambling to 
educate voters about the upside of a rollback 
tax election that could raise their property tax 
rate by 3.9 cents for every $100 of appraised 
value. AISD board of trustees President Mark 
Williams said, “There’s frustration that the 
school finance system forces our hand but 
does it in such a way that it’s not clear to the 
public why we’re having to do it.” 

While Travis Co. property values rose 11% 
last year, the increase does little to benefit 
the Austin district. As AISD spokesman Andy 
Welch explained, under recapture - the 
“Robin Hood” system whereby districts with 
high property values send a slab of tax reve- 
nue to the state - the district “only keeps the 
proportion that accounts for your growth in 
student enrollment” and will thus send $173 
million to the comptroller in 2009. 

So running to stand still, the district must 
raise the tax rate simply to keep up with infla- 
tion. Staff calculates the current $1.04 main- 
tenance-and-operations tax rate will produce 
$821.1 million in tax revenue next year (an 
additional 12.3-cent rate goes to pay off 
bonds and debts). If it passes, the 3.9-cent 
increase should add $22.3 million, $4.1 mil- 
lion of which goes to the state under recap- 
ture; $400,000 goes into the fund balance, a 
fraction of the $21.8 million the district 
needs from the account to cover operational 
costs. The other $13.2 million would cover a 
3% staff pay raise, a living wage for substitute 
staff, continued 100% individual employee 
health insurance, and increased workers’ 
compensation costs ($4.6 million would cover 
other operational costs). Of those four expen- 
ditures, only the pay raise is tied to the tax 
vote’s successful passage. 

District staff cannot advocate for or against 
the raise but can join the discussion. Principals 
were given a district-drafted letter and fact 
sheet to distribute to employees and parents 
at this week’s back-to-school nights. Community 
groups such as AISD UpCIose are also 
expected to play a role. “There’s nothing to 
stop us getting the facts out,” said Welch. 

While Education Austin President Louis 
Malfaro called the budget “underwhelming” 
and worried how soon the board will need to 
go back to voters for more money, his union 
is committed to supporting the tax raise. 
Similarly, the Greater Austin Chamber of 
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Commerce formally endorsed the increase 
at its Aug. 28 board meeting. Drew Scheberle, 
the chamber’s senior vice president for edu- 
cation and talent development, said the 
group’s main role would be informing its 
members of the issues. He added, “Going 
forward, we want the proposal to be success- 
ful and the district to be successful, and 
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we’re waiting to see what needs to happen 
and how we can help.” 

School boards in Harris and Nueces coun- 
ties plan similar elections this November, but 
on the same night that AISD’s board of trust- 
ees voted for the election, San Antonio ISD’s 


UT Groups Want Streetcar on Campus 

A new University of Texas student group, Rail 4 Real, is advocating for rail transit 
to serve students - and for the UT administration to change its position that a 
Capital Metro streetcar route could only be considered along San Jacinto through 
campus. The alliance of UT Student Government, the Campus Environmental Center, 
and the Urban Development Society is hosting a public forum at 6pm Wednesday, 
Sept. 10, at Goldsmith Hall, Room 3.120. UT Dean Fritz Steiner, state Rep. Mike 
Krusee, and Mayor Pro Tern Brewster McCracken will speak. Says Rail 4 Real: “This 
group is dedicated to serve as an outlet for the thousands of students who are 
ready to ditch their cars for a more walkable, pedestrian-friendly campus and a bet- 
ter Austin as a whole. ... Our goal is to locate rail where the people are, somewhere 
between San Antonio and Speedway. Our great University is worthy of such a great 
endeavor, and to misplace rail at this time would be criminal.” - Katherine Gregor 



board rejected staff recommendations for a 
9-cent tax election. After the failure of a 
13-cent election last November, San Antonio 
teachers will go without a pay raise for two 
years. Explaining the decision, SAISD spokes- 
woman Carmen Vazquez-Gonzalez explained, 
“They wanted the community to have more 
information about our financial situation, and 
they didn’t feel that they wanted to ask for an 
election at this point when the price of food 
and fuel has gone up.” 

Malfaro argues San Antonio’s experience 
is not the norm: One hundred and twenty 
Texas ISDs ran tax elections last November, 
and the rate rise passed in 90. “San 
Antonio was a big, notable exception, but 
there was a lot going on,” he said - including 
an organized opposition. While AISD and the 
union have received some complaints (“I did 
get my first piece of hate mail in a while,” 
said Malfaro), no coherent anti-raise group 
has yet to arise here. With Austin’s strong 
tradition of voting for school bonds, he 
added, “I do not believe we’re in anywhere 
near the same position.” 

“The challenge for us,” said Malfaro, “is 
how do you do education in a presidential 
election year? This is going to be so far down- 
ballot; that’s the tough part.” He remains opti- 
mistic, even with a softening economy: 
Education Austin polled on a theoretical rate 
increase in February and got 70% approval. 
Plus, he expects an Obama bump. He noted, 
“Democrats are registering voters like crazy, 
Travis County voters tend to vote heavily 
Democratic in presidential years, and 
Democrats tend to be pro-public schools.” 
Rather than launch a full-blown election 
campaign, Malfaro said he is counting on the 
good sense of Austin voters and getting a 
simple message to his members. He 
explained: “This is how it works. You get a 
pay raise if voters approve this, so you better 
start talking to your neighbors, your friends, 
and your colleagues.”

AISD 

Superintendent 
Search Begins 

What does it take to be superintendent 
of a major urban school district? With the 
position in Austin opening up next year, 
the Austin Independent School District 
board of trustees is using the next month 
to ask locals how the “help wanted” ad 
should read. 

Superintendent Pat Forgione’s 10-year 
stint leading the district ends June 30, 
2009. The formal search for his replace- 
ment starts in October, and according to 
board President Mark Williams, 
“September will really be community- 
engagement month on the profile and 
characteristics of the next superintendent.” 

Under instruction from the board, the 
superintendent’s office hired ProAct 
Search Inc. to run the national search. 
Starting with a boilerplate job description, 
staff from the Milwaukee-based recruit- 
ment firm will meet with the District 
Advisory Council in mid-September to 
start defining and refining the ideal candi- 
date profile. The big public consultation 
runs Sept. 23-25. During those days, 
ProAct staff will meet separately with 
invited groups, including Education Austin, 
the Chamber of Commerce, neighborhood 
associations, and environmental groups. 

In the evenings, there will be a series of 
public forums at several locations around 
the city, and the district will take public 
feedback via the AISD website and a tele- 
phone hotline. District spokesman Andy 
Welch explained, “The idea is for ProAct 
to be bombarded with all this community 
involvement, for them to go away and 
assimilate all this information and to 
report back to the board, ‘Well, here is 
the compilation of the characteristics, the 
traits, the strengths, and attributes that 
the Austin community says it wants.’” 

Williams hopes stakeholders will also 
talk about broader structural issues in 
the district. “That input will give us con- 
text,” he said. “The profile will describe 
who’s got to do what, but how do you 
get the right match for this time and 
our needs?” 

Education Austin President Louis 
Malfaro said his union plans to attend 
every public meeting possible. “This is a 
very big deal for us,” he said. “Forgione 
was a mixed bag.” Before joining AISD, 
the current superintendent established a 
national reputation as an administrator, 
including three years as commissioner 
of education statistics with the U.S. 
Department of Education. Malfaro hopes 
his replacement will also have worked in 
educational systems outside Texas but, 
unlike Forgione, will have classroom 
experience. “We need someone who 
knows schools,” Malfaro added, “not 
someone who knows school districts 
from a state-level, policy perspective.”

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in WilCo, Making a Pass is OK ... unless You’re Gay 


Offering a stranger a hand job may display 
poor manners and worse judgment - but does 
it warrant felony imprisonment? In Williamson 
County, it apparently could - at least if you’re 
gay. That’s the issue under consideration in a 
criminal case now before WilCo District Court 
Judge Billy Ray Stubblefield. 

According to an Austin Police Department 
affidavit, in July 2006, 39-year-old Charles 
Elwood Ferguson III allegedly approached a 
16-year-old male in a far North Austin Wal- 
Mart parking lot, “asked him if he swung 
both ways,” and then “solicited a hand job.” 
Though no hand job ensued (nor any other 
physical contact, for that matter), the alleged 
request apparently constitutes two third- 
degree felony counts of “criminal solicitation 
of a minor - [by] sexual contact,” according to 
an indictment handed down by a WilCo grand 
jury on Jan. 23 - nearly two years after the 
supposed offense. The indictment further 


implicates Ferguson for “intent,” which, if car- 
ried out, “would have constituted the [greater] 
offense of Indecency with a Child by Contact.” 

Ferguson denies the accusation altogether, 
and, according to his attorney Leonard Mar- 
tinez, he has polygraph test results to back 
his word - or rather, his choice of words. At 
the prehearing, attorney Chris Morgan said 
Ferguson’s comments more closely resem- 
bled “a job with your hands” than a “hand 
job.” According to Martinez, Ferguson has 
also been cleared by an expert of any indica- 
tion that he’s a “child predator.” Regardless, 
the case highlights legal issues larger than 
just a matter of he said, he said. 

During a pretrial hearing on Aug. 22, Mar- 
tinez presented a motion to quash the indict- 
ment, contending that Ferguson did not know 
the complainant was a minor, so the “con- 
tact” was with a presumed adult and was 
therefore constitutionally protected “free 


speech.” In addition, the defense argued that 
the penal statute invoked by the prosecution, 
which banks on “belief and intent,” is “uncon- 
stitutionally overbroad and vague” and pun- 
ishes “thought crime” and that the law “crim- 
inalizes protected speech merely because of 
a mistaken belief they [defendant and com- 
plainant] are adults.” 

Moreover, Martinez argued, state law 
exempts similar offenses by heterosexuals 
not more than three years older than minor 
complainants, effectively making the law 
discriminatory toward homosexuals. Martinez 
told the Chronicle he believes that prosecu- 
tion of Ferguson is derived from “apparently 
anti-gay sentiment.” Essentially, the stat- 
ute “penalizes speech, especially if gay,” 
Martinez wrote. 

Judge Stubblefield took the motion “under 
advisement.” If it fails, Ferguson goes to trial 
Sept. 8. - Patricia J. Ruland

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SDS Campaign Launches Online Videos 


Stop Domain Subsidies has spent the 
last year building a broad coalition of local 
businesses and voters for the charter 
amendment it got on the November ballot, 
which would halt city-subsidized private retail 
developments. Now the group is using online 
documentaries to get its message out before 
opposition can mobilize. 

On Aug. 1, SDS launched its own YouTube 
channel called DomainBusters, which will 
host a series of short documentaries on the 
issue. According to SDS founder Brian 
Rodgers, the docu-series Public Money ; 
Private Profit will help explain the complex 
issue of development incentives for 
the average voter and why they 
should vote for Proposition 2 
on Nov. 4. “We were going to 
do a full documentary of 20, 

25 minutes, but we decided 
to break it into three com- 
ponents,” he explained. 

Produced by local studio 
Pictu rebox (“Everything I do 
is local,” Rodgers said), a 
five-minute preview and part 
one of the series are already 
online. They feature a mix of promi- 
nent critics of retail incentives, including for- 
mer Council Member Bill Spelman, UT asso- 
ciate professor and development expert 
Michael Oden, and several local business 
owners, including Tim League of the Alamo 
Drafthouse Cinema and Sonny James of 
Sonny’s Vintage. Rodgers hopes other busi- 
ness owners will add their own videos and 
that the documentaries will be a powerful tool 
for explaining why retail incentives hurt local 
businesses and damage the local economy. 

When people vote on Prop. 2, what they 
will actually be voting on is a two-page 
amendment to Article XII of the City Charter. 
Its statement of intent says it would “ensure 
fair and equal treatment as between opera- 
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tors of Retail Uses” by blocking certain 
incentive deals between the city and develop- 
ers. While Rodgers argues this would keep 
the playing field level for new and established 
stores, he also hopes people will understand 
the importance of the other element of the 
amendment: canceling the existing deal with 
the Domain shopping center. In 2003, the 
city entered into a 20-year economic develop- 
ment agreement with locally based Endeavor 
Real Estate Group for the first stage of the 
Domain, based on local sales-tax receipts for 
the site. In 2007, the land and the deal 
switched to Indiana-based Simon Property 
Group Inc. It’s Simon that will receive 
the first scheduled check in October, 
which the city estimates will total 
more than $1.5 million, based 
on sales-tax revenue from Sep- 
tember 2007 to April 2008 
and the assumption that all 
criteria of the deal are met. 

But the city does not have to 
pay. In 2004, after being sued 
by Rodgers in Travis County 
court, the city and the developers 
renegotiated the agreement: If the 
city does not appropriate the funds, 
the deal is off. Rodgers argues that, even if 
the amendment fails, the Domain’s failure to 
live up to early promises more than justifies 
using the get-out clause. “The developer 
promised $35,000-a-year jobs. Well, they’re 
not out there. There’s supposed to be 4 acres 
of open space; now it’s 1.4,” he said. “Seeing 
it’s voluntary, we’re not legally bound. And 
seeing as they misrepresented themselves, 
then we’re not ethically bound.” 

Rodgers, himself a developer, registered 
SDS as a specific-purpose committee and 
has pumped $68,000 of his own money into 
it. “Some people take care of the springs, 
and some people take care of health issues,” 
he said. “Everyone has their abilities, and 


Enviros Frown on Biomass Plant 

By the time City Council voted unanimously last Thurs- 
day to approve a 20-year, $2.3 billion deal to buy power 
from a Nacogdoches-area wood-waste-burning power 
plant, many local green leaders had either publicly reject- 
ed the plan, called for its delay, or distanced themselves 
from it. Veteran eco-watchdog Paul Robbins said many 
deemed the project “too expensive, too polluting, or too 
secretive in its details.” Fellow enviro Tom “Smitty” Smith 
said, “When angry ratepayers begin to punish the ones 
that they think are responsible for this poorly thought-out 
proposal, I stress that environmentalists by and large 
were not to blame.” Council had delayed a decision the 
previous week to seek outside legal advice. Council 
Member Laura Morrison said her initially reluctant sup- 
port for the deal was bolstered by contract requirements 
that regular reports on the plant’s operations be made 
available for public oversight. Said Council Member 
Brewster McCracken: “In 20 years, I am confident that 
with Austin Energy’s leadership, we will have a robust 
and scalable, successful distributed-generation system 
with solar at its core. Until we get to that point, we need 
to pick the best option in the midterm ... and the best 
option, better than coal, better than nuclear and natural 
gas, is this biomass proposal.” - Daniel Mottola 




mine happens to be my passion for locally 
owned business.” 

While there is no organized opposition to 
the amendment yet, Rodgers expects it to 
materialize. The Greater Austin Chamber of 
Commerce will formally announce its position 
next week, but chamber President Mike 
Rollins describes the amendment as both 
redundant and costly. The City Council 
passed a resolution last year saying it would 
not sign off on any similar development deals, 
and he argues that, if passed, the amend- 
ment would also affect the agreement 
between the city and Catellus for the Mueller 
redevelopment. His bigger concern is the 
message it sends about Austin to the broader 
business community, especially bond houses. 
“There are serious taxpayer consequences 
when you break agreements,” he said. 

But Rodgers argues that retail develop- 
ment incentives don’t create new sales taxes 
but pay developers to speed up the flow of 
cash out of town to corporate chain stores. 

He argued, “If you spent a fraction of that 
money helping local businesses and plugging 
the leaks to keep things locally, then you’ll 
have far more jobs, far more tax revenue, far 
more entrepreneurship.” - Richard Whittaker 


ARREST FEST 
AT THE RNC 

With Hurricane Gustav’s rescheduling of 
the Republican National Convention 

dominating the news cycle, the massive, 
unconstitutional police crackdown in con- 
vention city St. Paul, Minn., has received 
relatively little notice. As The New York 
Times reported Aug. 30, St. Paul police 
“detained dozens of people and issued a 
series of search warrants aimed at groups 
believed to be organizing demonstrations.” 
Several media members were arrested or 
harassed. 1-Witness Video - citizen jour- 
nalists there to record the protest and 
police actions - was raided. Co-founder 
Eileen Clancy blogged that they were sur- 
rounded by “more than a dozen police ... 
wielding firearms, including one St. Paul 
officer with a long gun, which someone told 
me is an M-16.” Award-winning journalist 
and Democracy Now! host Amy Goodman 
was arrested on Monday, Sept. 1, on 
obstruction charges for inquiring about 
the arrest of DN! producers Sharif Abdel 
Kouddous and Nicole Salazar on felony 
riot charges. All three have been released; 
a statement reads “Democracy Now! 
forcefully rejects all of these charges as 
false and an attempt at intimidation of 
these journalists” and demands “the 
charges be immediately and completely 
dropped.” Associated Press photographer 
Matt Rourke was also arrested and 
released without charge. The RNC ends 
today, Sept. 4.

Saving the City Auditor From Political Pressure 

While the Stop Domain Subsidies amendment may be getting the most press, there’s 
another amendment to the City Charter set for the November ballot: changes to the office of 
the city auditor. Unlike the SDS amendment, which emerged through collecting citizen signa- 
tures, the auditor amendment was placed there by City Council. The brainchild of Council 
Members Lee Leffingwell and Mike Martinez, the amendment assigns the auditor a set 
five-year term and requires a supermajority of the council (at least three-quarters, or six of 
seven) to remove the auditor before the end of his or her term. In doing so, council seeks to 
insulate the office of the city auditor from political pressure, ensuring he or she couldn’t be 
removed for asking uncomfortable questions. The auditor amendment (Proposition 1) and the 
SDS amendment (Proposition 2) will appear on the presidential ballot Nov. 4. - W.D.

Name That Drug! 

What does the word “Prozac” say to you? 
Or “Viagra”? Yes, they’re brand names for 
widely used prescription drugs, but how did 
they get those names? 

Believe it or not, there is a naming indus- 
try. It consists of consulting firms that spe- 
cialize in the art, science, and voodoo of 
helping pharmaceutical giants come up with 
monikers that supposedly will sear them- 
selves into the public psyche, subliminally 
causing the consumers to feel positive about 
the product and demand that particular drug. 

Sound hokey? Be your own judge. The con- 
sultants (who get paid up to $500,000 per 
drug name) insist that letters are imbued 
with psychological meaning. “F?” “T,” and “K,” 
they claim, convey effectiveness. “Z” is 
speed, “X” is scientific, and “L” is calming. 

Take the antidepressant Prozac. The hon- 
cho of Namebase, the branding firm that 
worked with Eli Lilly to name this drug, can get 
all worked up about the impact of just the first 
syllable. “Pro,” he explained to an Associated 
Press reporter, “makes the speaker pucker up 
and push out a burst of air, which grabs atten- 
tion and implies effectiveness.” 

Hmmm. Would that burst of positiveness 
also apply to “profane,” “profligate,” “pro- 
crastinate,” “promiscuous,” and other “pro” 
words with negative meanings? But I’m not a 
naming consultant, so who am I to question? 

Let’s move on to Viagra. Anthony Shore, 
who is “global director of naming” for anoth- 
er branding firm, informs us that this appel- 
lation is all about power, causing gullible 
consumers to associate the product with 
Niagara Falls. On the other hand, another 
erectile-dysfunction drug named Cialis is 
more of a metro-male term. Shore says that 
it is a smooth, fluid sound that conveys a 
sense of intimacy. 

The word that comes to mind when I hear 
such claims by high-paid consultants is clap- 
trap - conveying artifice, humbuggery, and a 
deep sense of being had. 


Cashing In on Payday Loans 

The Bible tells us that Jesus drove the 
money changers out of the temple (for 
charging less, by the way, than we’re now 
assessed on our Visa and MasterCard bills). 

Credit card rates of 20% or so are ridic- 
ulous - but what should we call an inter- 
est rate of 400%? “Rip-off” is too nice of 
a word. “Gouging” fits, but even it can’t 
convey the raw greed embodied in such a 
usurious rate for the use of money. 
Charging 400% should be called “crimi- 
nal,” but lobbyists for the quick-cash 
industry have monkey-wrenched state 
usury laws to make such loan-sharking 
legal in 40 states. 

Worse, this legalized theft targets vulner- 
able, very-low-wage working people - those 
living paycheck-to-paycheck who can least 
afford to have their pockets picked. They 
typically are given a loan of $300, minus an 
upfront fee of about $50. Two weeks later, 
the full $300 is due. Often, they can’t pay, 
so they take out another high-interest loan 
and are sucked even deeper into this lend- 
ing whirlpool. 

These “trapped borrowers” have become 
a lucrative profit center for the lenders - 
who, by the way, are not fly-by-night, back- 
alley operators but well-manicured execu- 
tives with a gloss of corporate respectabili- 
ty. These quick-cash purveyors have about 
24,000 flashy storefronts across the coun- 
try, making them even more ubiquitous than 
Starbucks. They rack up $40 billion a year 
in revenues, maintain PR firms to perfume 
their practices, create political funds to 
grease necessary skids, and deploy armies 
of lobbyists to legalize their usury. 

The good news is that states are begin- 
ning to rein in these payday hucksters by 
capping their interest rates at a merely out- 
rageous level of 36%. For information, con-

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Deadlocked Over D 

Neighbors say ARA plan clashes with existing homes, businesses

To say that the Austin Revitalization Author- 
ity’s relationship with its East Austin neigh- 
bors and the larger city has been rocky dra- 
matically understates the history Since its 
inception in the mid-Nineties, the nonprofit 
development agency created by the city to 
spur economic growth along East Austin’s 
11th and 12th Street corridors has fended off 
persistent accusations of incompetence, cro- 
nyism, and corruption. In response, authority 
President Byron Marshall, its board leader- 
ship, and other supporters have regularly 
returned the favor, accusing critics of racism, 
liberal paternalism, or simply bad faith, and 
have blasted the local media for not reporting 
“ARA’s accomplishments.” 

Yet whatever the authority’s accomplishments, 
they never seem to arrive without long delay, bit- 
ter controversy, neighborhood opposition, and a 
common perception that the whole process 
might have been much better managed. 

The ARA’s latest bump in the road of neigh- 
borly relations comes with a proposal, cur- 
rently wending its way through the city pro- 
cess, to increase the allowable density of a 
major mixed-use project on the 1100 block of 
11th Street, commonly known in the plan as 
Block 18. The ARA insists that increasing the 
density above what it originally proposed in 
2001 is necessary if the project is to bring in 
enough revenue to allow it to stand on its 
own. Predictably, the immediate neighbors 
and their associations aren’t happy and have 
raised numerous objections. Among the com- 
plaints, offered singly or in combination, are 
that intensifying the use of the blocks to the 
ARA’s desired level is in excess of the agency’s 
mandate, that the additional height risks cre- 
ating a “canyon effect” down the middle of a 


residential neighborhood, that traffic will 
increase insupportably, and that existing (or 
historic) businesses, such as the venerable 
Victory Grill, will get lost under the proposed 
four-story project. The neighbors - particular- 
ly the Guadalupe Association for an Improved 
Neighborhood, Robertson Hill Neighborhood 
Association, and the Organization of Central 
East Austin Neighborhoods - insist that they 
do not oppose density but argue that intensity 
of use must not overwhelm the surrounding 
residential area. The groups and ARA have 
negotiated for changes, with both sides saying 
they’ve come close to agreement, but no final 
compromise has yet been reached. 

Then and Now 

The changes ARA proposes would require 
modifications to the city’s 11th and 12th 
Streets Urban Renewal Plan and the East 11th 
Street Neighborhood Conservation Combining 
District - hence the proposal’s current journey 
through the boards and commissions process, 
which ultimately will land it for approval 
before the City Council. Earlier this summer, a 
bevy of neighborhood association and busi- 
ness representatives showed up to plead 
against the changes before the board of the 
Urban Renewal Agency, which led to the board 
voting against recommendation to the council. 
The proposal, with the support of city staff, is 
now set to go before the Planning Commission 
on Sept. 23. Whatever the recommendations 
of the boards and commissions, they are not 
necessarily binding upon the council. 

ARA’s plans for Block 18, as outlined in a 
May 27 letter to the council and city manager, 
include a 66,000-square-foot, four-story 
mixed-use building; a three-story apartment 
building in which all 24 to 36 units are afford- 
able at 40-60% of median family income; the 
rehabilitation of the house once 
known as the East Room, formerly 
a historic nightclub; and under- 
ground parking, including 58 free 
public parking spaces. The required 
changes to the URP and NCCD 
would include increasing allowable 
height limits and floor-area ratios 
(the amount of total square footage 
combining all floors vs. the ground 
area of the lot), increasing the 
housing units allowed and remov- 
ing limits on their geographic orientation, 
increasing maximum square footage, changing 
parking requirements, and allowing greater 
maximum building coverage. (See chart on 
p.28 for details.) Most importantly, the ARA 
wants substantial office space above the ground- 
level retail on 11th. 

So why is the original ARA concept no longer 
good enough? “The proposed modifications . . . 
are realistic responses to market conditions 
that have changed since ARA’s original pro- 


posal for development of Block 18 was devel- 
oped in 2001,” ARA board chairman (and for- 
mer City Council member) Charles Urdy wrote 
in the letter to council. “As Phase I of ARA’s 
11th Street development project (the existing 
mixed-use buildings in the 1000 block of East 
11th Street) was beginning construction in 
2003, the market demand for office space fell 
off dramatically, which put plans for develop- 
ment of the second phase - Block 18 - on 
hold. The forecast for office space is now more

optimistic, but greater density is still required 
given rising costs and the desire for mixed-use 
development, affordable housing and commu- 
nity parking space along this transit corridor.” 
When the plan came before the Urban 
Renewal Agency board, most neighbors 
strongly disagreed, assailing both the plan and 
the ARA. In a useful summation of the more 
general objections, the Guadalupe Association 
for an Improved Neighborhood, representing 
the area to the south of 11th Street, sent a let- 


ter to the URA stating that the space above the 
retail should be primarily residential because 
more office space will simply bring in more 
traffic. GAIN also objected to early design 
proposals, saying the proposed architecture is 
too contemporary and “not reflective of the 
architectural styles and elements traditionally 
associated with this corridor and neighbor- 
hood,” criticizing the lack of open space and 
arguing that the “affordable housing” wouldn’t 
be affordable enough for “traditional” (i.e., 
low-income) residents of East 
Austin nor large enough for fami- 
lies. GAIN also objects funda- 
mentally to the notion of more 
density on the corridor, insisting 
that the corridor is already zoned 
for sufficient density and that the 
private sector has stayed comfort- 
ably within current limits. 

Above all else, though, is a lack 
of confidence in the ARA to get 
things done. “Finally, there is a 
profound sense that the ARA is not motivated 
by a desire to do what is best for the surround- 
ing community,” the GAIN letter concludes. 
Pointing to an Austin American-Statesman arti- 
cle published shortly before, the letter says, 
“There is a similar understanding, enforced by 
its past history ... [that] the ARA does not 
implement or manage projects well.” The letter 
posited that the city could get better results if it 
put development of the block up for bids by

more than just the ARA. (It’s worth noting that 
some members of GAIN also sit on the board 
of the Guadalupe Neighborhood Development 
Corp., a nonprofit group devoted to Eastside 
revitalization, although there is no formal con- 
nection between the organizations.) 

Push and Pull 

Not all neighbors agree. Artist Nailah 
Sankofa very much views the conflict along 
racial and gentrification lines. An Austin resi- 
dent who is African-American, she expressed 
concerns about standing up for “my people” 
in both URA meetings and to the Chronicle 
and said, “I have a problem with all of the 
white folks complaining about the community 
and the ARA.” While she says she has her own 
issues with the entity, she gives the ARA some 
credit: “East Austin was falling apart, and 
somebody had to do something.” 

Others had a mixed perspective: OCEAN 
member Cindy Widner (who, we should note, 
is also the managing editor of the Chronicle) 
says she’s fine with the increased density and 
height on the corridor but worries that the scale 


will overwhelm the historic Victory Grill, with 
which it shares the block. She does agree with 
her neighbors that office space would do little 
to enhance the corridor’s nighttime vitality. 
Sounding very much like GAIN, she wrote in a 
letter to the URA, “It is being proposed that the 
project be developed by a publicly funded 
agency with a track record of poor-to-mediocre 
performance filling office space via methods 
other than city leasebacks and [a poor record 
of] attracting a critical level of retail to the area 
in a timely and sustainable fashion.” 

Victory Grill CEO Eva Lindsey says she has 
short-term concerns with access to the club and 
longer-term worries about bringing tourism to 
the area. The lot (owned by the ARA) on which 
the project is planned is currently vacant and 
often serves as an event venue known as Kenny 
Dorham’s Backyard. “We need that lot access 
for musicians,” she says. “I need that space. I 
refuse to be blocked in, all the way around. 

“I’m willing to negotiate,” Lindsey says, but 
she insists she cannot accept the development 
project as it now stands. Lindsey says she pro- 
posed an 80-bed hotel for the property which

would feed customers to her club, which she 
describes as “the centerpiece of cultural devel- 
opment for Central East Austin.” 

Marshall says his organization has tried to 
consider neighborhood needs and potential 
modifications, but ultimately, ARA needs 
clearer direction from the neighborhood with- 
in a context that will be financially workable. 

“We’re not interested in jamming this down 
people’s throats,” Marshall says. “That’s some- 
thing I want to make clear. We can build what 
folks want, but it requires a lot more subsidy 
to do that. The building that we’re proposing 
right now, after having talked to commercial 
lenders, is something that they can fund. If 
you add more affordable housing to it, if you 
insist on the parking but don’t put money in 
to pay for the parking, then the project will 
not work. Or if they want to subsidize the 
additional parking, we can make that work. I 
just don’t think the council is going to come 
up with the kind of money it would take to 
make this project what folks want it to be.” 
What this project will finally be is a tough 
guess. As said, the recommendations of boards 


and commissions are not binding upon the 
City Council, which has been known to reject 
them before. Some members might share the 
perspective of URA Chair Kevin Cole - who, 
as the husband of Council Member Sheryl 
Cole, certainly has unique insight into the 
council’s thinking - who said he just wanted 
to get something done when he cast the lone 
vote in ARA’s favor. Noting that the Urban 
Renewal Plan expires in 2018, he said: 
“Nothing will happen on this block until after 
2010 without the ARA proposal moving for- 
ward. ... This motion [to deny the ARA’s 
requests] would kill any hope of doing some- 
thing unless the council ignores us. We’ll just 
keep meeting to meet.” 

But the City Council also has pressure to 
listen to voters, and some very active ones 
stand in opposition. “Neighbors and busi- 
ness groups are all against this plan,” said 
URA Commissioner Edward McGarrahan 
before the vote. “We need to find a way to 
give the community what they want. This has 
to be a joint venture between the ARA and 
the community.” ■

JAMES HOUSEFIELD 


So long and thanks for all the good art talk 


James Housefield has moved to the 
West Coast, and, as art connoisseur and 
cultural philanthropist Joe Long puts it, 
“California’s gain is our great loss.” 

When he surprised me with the news of 
his departure, I actually made a gasp 
noise. I’m not really a gasper, but it affect- 
ed my stomach in the classic cliche of “you 
don’t know what you’ve got ’til it’s gone.” 
Over the last five years, as he’s served as 
adjunct curator at the Austin Museum of 
Art and professor of art history at Texas 
State University, Housefield has strength- 
ened the institutions he’s worked for. 

I’m certainly biased, as I’ve been serving 
a three-year term as an AMOA advisory 
board member, but many people have appre- 
ciation for Housefield ’s work. AMOA 
Executive Director Dana Friis-Hansen wrote: 
“Whether it was in the classroom or the 
museum, for visitors, docents, or board 
members, Jim was always actively getting 
people to understand that visual art is not 
made in a vacuum, and connected to other 
cultural expressions. For example, for our 
'Radical New York’ exhibition, he had the 
group chanting the Ramones’ song ‘Gabba 
Gabba Hey!’ On another occasion, he had a 
participatory exercise: To help people under- 
stand abstract expressionism, he lined 
everyone up to make gestural paintings in 
the air. We looked stupid doing it, we felt stu- 
pid, too, but he got everyone to understand, 
with physical memory and a little imagina- 
tion, how de Kooning made a painting.” 


To inform without condescension and 
to lecture without seeming one-sided are 
two very complicated tasks at which 
Housefield excels. I’ve heard students 
from San Marcos say that, even with the 
lights out and an archaic slide show up, 
you’d never get sleepy or distracted dur- 
ing his class. He’s able to address vari- 
ous constituencies and provide a con- 
temporary dialogue. Know-it-alls are often 
boring for just that reason. It’s about tim- 
ing, and Housefield has pep and 
patience. I have a vivid memory of 
Housefield from the “Give a Gift of 
Goldsworthy” collaborative community art 
project that AMOA hosted in Wooldridge 
Square Park back in December, 2004: 

He was tossing dried grass up into the 
branches of a tree and hopping around, get- 
ting covered in haylike dust and smiling pro- 
fusely, making earthwork art. 

But above all, Housefield’s a good edu- 
cator; his knowledge of things from pop art 
to Postimpressionist French painting is 
vast, one of the things that Joe Long most 
appreciates about him. “James Housefield 
is one of the most knowledgeable and 
enthusiastic art historians that I have ever 
had the pleasure of meeting and getting to 
know,” he says. “The breadth of James’ 
knowledge is astounding, and we are lucky 
to have had him at the Austin Museum of 
Art as a part-time curator.” 

And the man gives good art talk. Whether 
he’s giving a behind-the-scenes tour to arts 


professionals, senior citizens, or kids, his 
open-minded style is engaging. His willing- 
ness to open himself with perky pop-culture 
references is one of the things that sur- 
prised me about him. His Warhol lectures 
and “Radical New York” tours were chock- 
full of lowbrow sources. This open-minded- 
ness was not forced; he seems to want to 
see everything, not just art history and the 
past. In the future, Housefield can be count- 
ed on to maintain his fond relationships with 
so many in the Central Texas art community. 
On Sept. 5, AMOA opens an exhibit curated 
by Housefield, “19th and 20th Century 
Artists at the Turn of the Century.” He’ll be 
in town for the opening weekend, so I’m 
going down there to give him a squeeze and 
see some great art. - Rachel Koper 


THE LONG CENTER Beutel is back in town 



The new hire at the Long Center is an old friend: Paul Beutel, 
whose 35-year involvement in our city’s cultural scene earned him 
a place in the Austin Arts Hall of Fame’s inaugural class, has 
signed on as managing director for the performing arts center. 

The job brings Beutel back to 
the capital city after three 
years in Houston, where 
he was Miller Outdoor 
Theatre’s first artistic 
director and, since 
January, also its managing 
director. He might have 
stayed longer in his home- 
town if not for “an offer I 
couldn’t refuse,” Beutel told 
the Houston Chronicle, adding 
that the Long Center job “was 
too exciting to turn 
down.” Beutel will 
be in charge of 
marketing, opera- 
tions, and 
finance and will 
take over pro- 
gramming

duties from Tammie Ward, who left her position as programming 
director in August to pursue a position with a Broadway tour pro- 
duction company. Ward had been with the center 19 months. 

This won’t be the first time Beutel will be working for a local 
performing arts center in its early years; he was manager of pub- 
licity and promotion at the UT Performing Arts Center when it 
opened in the early Eighties. And it wasn’t but a decade or so 
after the Paramount Theatre’s initial renovation that Beutel began 
his 18-year stint working for the historic venue, many years of 
which he spent as executive director. Beutel will join the Long 
Center staff Sept. 15 but will split his time between Austin and 
Houston until early November, when Miller completes its season. 

The news of Beutel’s hiring came hot on the heels of other good 
news for the Long Center: a $1 million pledge from Freescale 
Semiconductor to support cultural performances and children’s 
programming over the next four years. For kids, that includes 
sponsorship of the Long Center Children’s Series, with the new 
Freescale Fund underwriting 2,500 to 3,500 tickets each year for 
children and families who can’t afford to see shows. On the cultur- 
al side, Freescale will sponsor the Austin Area Heritage Council- 
Long Center performance of The Last Year in the Life of Reverend 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. as Devised by Waterwell: A Rock Operetta 
on Jan. 17 & 19 and the Long Center-Austin Asian Cultural 
Center’s Asian American Festival in May.

CONSPIRARE 

Threshold, of Grammy? 

At the start of the 2007 season, Conspirare 
captivated audiences in Austin and Houston 
with a concert of works by the phenomenally 
gifted (and award-winning) young composer Tarik 
O’Regan. Now, at the start of the 2008 season, 
the Grammy-nominated choral ensemble is set 
to captivate audiences across the globe with a 
recording of those same works by 0’ Regan. On 
Sept. 9, Threshold of Night gets an international 
release from Harmonia Mundi, and the eminent 
classical-music label thinks highly enough of the 
CD - Conspirare’s first on Harmonia - to feature 
the choir on the cover of its September catalog 
of new releases. 

The label’s faith in Conspirare is well-placed; 
this is a recording worthy of attention. A single 
listen confirms the impression from last year’s 
concerts that this choir and composer are 
exquisitely matched. Conductor Craig Hella 
Johnson and his company of voices have the 
skill to voice all the colors in O’Regan’s richly 
varied musical palette: the densely clustered 
voices that pull at one another in tense disso- 
nance here and resolve in sumptuous harmo- 
nies there, the rhythms that rocket a song along 
or ease it into a blissful peace. Moreover, they 
have a feel for the material, for its drama and 
intensity and the deep spiritual dimension at its 
foundation. Threshold of Night spends much of 
its time at death’s door, with selections that 
ponder life’s brevity, our remembrance of those 



lost, and being and not being, but fear not that 
this recording is gloomy and morbid. On it are 
moments of ethereal beauty, voices unified in 
long, sustained lines that bespeak a profound 
serenity beyond this plane, and also moments 
of profound urgency, as when the choir rides a 
herd of galloping strings toward the promise of 
resurrection. It surges with an insistent, ecstat- 
ic joy that shines throughout Conspirare’s lat- 
est. This is one meditation on mortality that’s 
thrillingly alive. 

You can hear it for yourself and meet the 
composer at a Threshold of Night CD signing 
with Tarik O’Regan and Craig Hella Johnson on 
Sunday, Sept. 7, 4pm, at Waterloo Records, 600

Tiny dynamo Andrea Ariel works up short dances

You’ve heard the adage that good things 
come in small packages? Well, Andrea Ariel, 
who stands a scant 5 foot 1, most definitely 
is one of those good things, all wrapped up in 
the bow of dance. 

A dancer since she was a little girl, Andrea 
(pronounced ann-DRAY-uh) has been offer- 
ing so many good things to the arts in Austin 
for nearly 20 years that it’s difficult to keep 
track of them all. There are the numerous 
full-length dance works that her Ariel Dance 
Theatre has produced since 1993 and the 
choreography she’s done for film (most nota- 
bly Waiting for Guffman), theatre ( Evita at 
Zach Theatre and The Little Prince at the State 
Theatre), opera ( Candide , Aida , and Carmen 
for Austin Lyric Opera), light opera ( The 
Gondoliers and The Pirates of Penzance for the 
Gilbert & Sullivan Society of Austin), and even 
television. (Remember that H-E-B commercial 
with Emmitt Smith dancing down the aisles? 
Yup, that was Ariel.) And as an adjunct faculty 
member at the University of Texas and Austin 
Community College, as well as a teaching 
artist on the Texas Commission on the Arts 
Artist in Education roster (teaching dance in 
elementary school classes), she’s been train- 
ing the next generation of dancers and cho- 
reographers. To top it all off, she’s a certified 
personal trainer. 

Given the depth of her experience, you 
might think that this tiny dynamo of dance 
must have choreographed an evening of short 
dances at some point fairly recently. And 
yet, though she’s participated in evenings of 
short dance (most notably in Dance Carousel, 
the perennially popular series of one-minute 
dances put together for the FronteraFest Long 
Fringe by Ellen Bartel and Spank Dance), she 
hasn’t herself produced an evening entirely 
devoted to short dance pieces in almost 20 
years. But that changes this weekend and next, 
when Ariel Dance Theatre presents Five. Two. 
Ten, a series of short dance works, each lasting 
(I bet you can guess) from five to 10 minutes. 

So why, after all these years, all this work, 
the return to short dance? Does Ariel need a 
respite from her ongoing three-year project, 
Gyre, which focuses on the mass of plastic 
swimming in a vast vortex in the North 
Pacific? Or has her recent work with Keep 
Austin Beautiful or with Michael Rohd of 
Portland, Ore.’s Sojourn Theatre prompted 
her to move on to something new? Or was 
it a sudden inspiration? Given the way she 
blithely and speedily jumps from one thing to 
the next, it might be any of these things. Or 
none of them. 

According to Ariel, at least one reason is sim- 
ple: “Change, change!” she says. “Something 
different. We made a decision to extend the 
development of the final version of Gyre 


because it feels like such a new form. How 
do you make a work that goes from a script, a 
story, to abstract movement and not become 
sort of, as [Gyre co-director] Christi Moore 
would call it, a dansical? I’m after something 
a little different than a dansical. I want to find 
the real merging point between theatre and 
dance. So while I’m using language in my 
work now, I still want to continue to develop 
movement. How do I bring those worlds, the 
world of words and the world of movement, 
and crash them together and have it make 
sense in the way I want it to make sense?” 
Making sense of art and of the world is 
Ariel’s central aim. “The great thing about 
art is it can distill and shine a light on some- 
thing that we might not be paying attention 
to. Hopefully that’s why people come to see 
things like Gyre, so they can walk away with 
their own inspiration. Not by telling them how 
to think but by sparking something in a new 
direction beyond the piece. We all have the 
same makeup. We all have the same emotions. 
It’s just different degrees of where people put 
their focus. I really think that I’m just driven 
to connect art-making with the community. 

“Two years ago, I had the opportunity to 
work with Michael Rohd of Sojourn Theatre. 
It’s an ensemble theatre company that devises 
its work from civic dialogue. He does a lot of 
interviews and community workshops and 
really looks at all the perspectives. That’s his 
whole point in making work, which really 
struck me. Because it’s not like, ‘This is what I 
want you to think,’ or, ‘Here’s the dogma,’ or, 
‘Here’s how to look at this.’ He shows you all 
the sides and lets you come up with your own 
decision about things. He looks at the people 
who live with curiosity and the people who live 
with certainty and asks, ‘Can those two meet?’ 
Is it possible? He teaches this methodology 
for everybody to take and use however they 
want. He’s very, very generous about what he’s 
doing, and I thought, I really want to share this 
and support other people to go out and make 
work like this. It really sparked something in 
me. Gyre was already in process, but it really 
kind of helped me go, ‘Yeah, I would really 
love to be more involved with my community 
as part of the process of making our work.’” 
And that’s exactly what Ariel has done for 
the past two years, joining with Keep Austin 
Beautiful to assist with its yearly Clean Sweep 
event, a citywide cleanup aimed at keeping 
Austin one of the most lovely and livable 
cities in the country. “We performed at their 
volunteer party a year ago, and this year Brian 
Block [the executive director] called me and 
asked: ‘Do you want to perform again? We’re 
doing this big campaign about plastic bags. 
People can bring plastic bags and get reus- 
able bags.’ And I thought: ‘This is so perfect! 


I really want to have a presence there.’ So we 
made a piece just for it. I worked with some 
excerpts from Gyre with dancers and put 
together this piece and teamed up with [local 
designer] Kari Perkins, who became really 
interested in playing with plastic costume ele- 
ments. She created these incredible capelike 
things out of plastic bags. She crocheted them 
together, and we did this piece outside for the 
volunteers.” 

That piece, along with seven or eight other 
pieces, will be seen in Five.Two.Ten. But if you 
think the show is just a rehash of all things 
Gyre, think again. While Gyre obviously 
holds a central, even centrifugal place in 
Ariel’s heart, mind, and discourse, the chore- 
ographer has more on her mind than plastic: 
“Every year I go to New York, and I have 
another little life that happens. I become part 
of that world because I’m working every day, 
out in the transportation and out amongst 
the masses, and in New York there’s so much 
going on; there are all these random intersec- 
tions with people that occur. I’ve been think- 
ing a lot about how sometimes when there’s

a random intersection with somebody that 
you don’t even know, something magical 
can happen or something strange can 
happen, and it has an effect; it cre- 
ates a memory; it has an impact 
of some sort. Sometimes that 
intersection becomes 
something that’s on 
a regular basis, and 
then you have 
another level of 
possible occur- 
rences. It 
just started 
to lead me 
to thinking 
about how 
we affect each 


other so much. We’re unconscious and just, 
you know, going about our day and our 
schedules and our little lives, and then there 
are these intersections that wake us to con- 
sciousness. That’s one thing all these pieces 
have in common. They’re smaller pieces, 
all duets and trios with two brief solos, and 
some of them are funny and silly, and some 
of them are beautiful and hopefully profound 
and some of them a little more intense, but 
they’re all about those moments where lives 
suddenly come together. ” 

But unlike Gyre, with its videos and text, 
these pieces are all dance. And, maybe, more 
about a broader community than simply a 
community of art and dance. “I am most 
proud of the community that forms from the 
work I do and the process we undertake,” 
Ariel says. “The seeds I plant, driven by my 
interest and wild ideas about the investiga- 
tion of a subject and, most importantly, the 
bringing together of many diverse people to 
create it, generates something that is a true 
collaboration - many people sharing their 
skills and creativity. It becomes something 
that is way bigger than me. It’s not mine; it’s 
ours. I witness it and feel that it’s a model for 
life in general. I believe it can be a model for 
utopia. Creation, work, sweat, tears, laugh- 
ter, sharing, connecting, support, and work- 
ing toward a common purpose or intent 
that invites fruition. The case of Five.Two.Ten 
almost demands it because of opening night. 
The creation and the community created by 
it grows and develops. It changes, day to day, 
with the fluctuations of people’s lives, but we 
keep coming back to it. Giving something to 
it. Being part of it. It has a life of its own that 
everyone involved is a part of.” ■

Stuart Moulton knows what becomes a legend most. 

Just ask Carol or Charo or Eartha or Elaine ...

Due to a printing error, part of the Aug. 29 
cover feature on Stuart Moulton did not appear in 
the print edition. Here is the story in its entirety. 

Manhattan need not be worried that Austin 
is about to become the Live Cabaret Capital 
of the World. Our town is still a far cry from 
Midtown, where you can’t swing a dead 
scat without hitting a show-tune belter or 
standards bearer polishing his or her cabaret 
act. Still, that intimate theatrical art form has 
grown much more prominent in Austin over 
the last decade, most notably in regard to 
cabaret’s heaviest hitters sharing their talents 
in the Violet Crown. The city has had visits 
from Tony Award winners Donna McKechnie, 
Faith Prince, and Debbie Gravitte; Grammy 
winner (and Manhattan Transfer member) 
Cheryl Bentyne; Golden Globe winner (and 
UT grad) Amanda McBroom; Broadway stars 
Andrea McArdle, Karen Mason, and Sandra 
Reaves-Phillips; TV and theatre star Paige 
Davis ( Trading Spaces ); and cabaret royalty 
Ann Hampton Callaway and Steve Ross, not 
to mention bona fide entertainment legends 
Carol Channing, Eartha Kitt, and Charo. 
And this week, you can add the incompa- 
rable Elaine Stritch to the list. (See “Elaine 
Everlasting,” Aug. 29.) 

For that particular constellation of stars, you 
need only thank one man: Stuart Moulton. The 
ebullient performer, who can camp it up pretty 
fiercely as Ms. Channing when he chooses, 
presented every one of those artists and more 
under the banner of Austin Cabaret Theatre, 
the small arts company he founded in 2001. 
In the seven years since its debut (with Ann 
Hampton Callaway at Scottish Rite Theatre), 
his love of cabaret and personal efforts to con- 
nect with its finest artists have almost single- 
handedly extended the Manhattan city limits 
deep into the heart of Texas. 

“I always joke that Austin Cabaret Theatre is 
my Rosie O’Donnell Show, ’cause she always had 
the people on her talk show that she liked but 
[wanted to] introduce to a bigger audience,” 
Moulton says. “I can pretend to be altruistic 
and say that I want to introduce good music 
to Austin and introduce this audience to these 
people, but it’s all about me, because I’m a fan 
of these people and friends with a lot of them.” 
[Laughs] “I’m like, ‘Come on down!’ Feels very 
Mickey and Judy. ‘Let’s do a show.’” 

Now, it isn’t that cabaret was unknown here 
before Moulton moved to town in 2000. But 
it was largely a homegrown affair, generated 
and sustained by locals such as the late, great 
Karen Kuykendall and her longtime creative 
partner, Sterling Price-McKinney, in their caba- 
ret act Cafe Manhattan; song-and-dance man 
Jerry Conn in the revues he performed around 
town; and various theatre artists who worked 


up acts that they performed at Zach Theatre 
and, all too briefly, Cafe Bremond. What 
Moulton added to the cocktail shaker was a 
jigger of imported spirits: artists considered 
the creme de la creme in the cabaret capital. 

When Moulton launched Austin Cabaret 
Theatre, he was well-positioned to secure the 
services of the cabaret elite. As a performer in 
touring shows himself, he’d met and befriend- 
ed artists who have since gone on to musical- 
theatre success (or become the agents for art- 
ists who have), which gave him one rich pool 
to draw from. And in the late Nineties, when 
he worked at the Invisible Theatre in Tucson, 
Ariz., the company hosted a concert series in 
which cabaret performers would be brought 
in to perform once or twice a year. “That was 
gold in the sense of getting to make these 
connections,” Moulton says, “so that when it 
came time for me to do this here, I could pick 
up the phone and say: ‘Hey, you know what? 
We’ve got a place in Austin now.’” 

And the people he didn’t already know he 
wasn’t shy about approaching. One essen- 
tial thing to know about Moulton: He’s no 
shrinking violet. As heat is to a Texas sum- 
mer, so flamboyance and fearlessness are to 
the Austin Cabaret Theatre founder. He’ll call 
up whomever he wants, no matter how far 
up the entertainment food chain that person 
may be. (“I just ask. All they can say is no.”) 
What may sound like a kind of brazen bra- 
vado is to Moulton merely seeing these artists 
as people rather than megawatt celebs. 

“I don’t get star- 
struck,” he states flatly. 

“There are people I 
admire, people I am 
in awe of from a tal- 
ent perspective. But I’ll 
start up a conversation 
with a light post. I’m 
not very discriminat- 
ing.” When he’s in New 
York and sees an artist 
he likes, he’ll troop backstage after the show 
- never a problem because he’s developed a 
rapport with the different clubs and cabaret 
rooms - give the artist his card, and say, as he 
puts it, “Hey, we’ve got this great room down 
in Austin, and my audience would eat you up 
with a spoon.” According to Moulton, every 
person that he’s done that to has responded, 
including Eartha Kitt and Elaine Stritch. 

And once he has such artists in hand, 
Moulton knows how to treat them. “We can’t 
pay what some places pay guest artists, but 
by God, we treat them like stars when they’re 
here,” he says. He’s able to set them up in 
a glamorous boutique hotel with the show- 
room actually in the building (the Mansion at 


Judges’ Hill, now in its fourth season as Austin 
Cabaret Theatre’s home); give them a perfor- 
mance venue that’s as intimate and elegant 
as a Manhattan nightspot, but more spacious 
(“The New York artists love it for that”); guar- 
antee them an audience that’s educated and 
appreciative (“Every one of our guest artists 
raves about Austin audiences, how savvy they 
are and how smart”); and show them a good 
time before and after the show (“We take ’em 
out, we wine ’em and dine ’em. Their first 
night here, I like to take them out to a little 
fun place, something very typically Austin, 
and have dinner and settle in and relax”). 

The attention being paid to them has 
not gone unnoticed by these Austin Cabaret 
Theatre guests. When 
Debbie Gravitte walked 
into her room, she 
looked around and 
sighed, Moulton says, 
asking, “Why can’t all 
the gigs be like this?” 
Jim Caruso, who has a 
standing gig at Birdland 
on Monday nights host- 
ing the cabaret-flavored 
open mic called Cast Party, offered an unso- 
licited testimonial in a recent newsletter to 
his New York cabaret faithful, noting that 
Moulton “has been unbelievably generous to 
so many of us performer- types. Trust me, if 
you have an act, beg Stuart to book you. You 
will never be treated as well - he goes beyond 
the call of hospitality duty.” 

Even the legendary divas who have been 
recruited by Moulton, those showbiz roy- 
als who know what it is to be treated well, 
have found something special in Moulton’s 
company. And that may have less to do with 
lavish accommodations than personal atten- 
tion. Moulton listens to these artists, hangs 
on their stories, shows them a love of tradi- 


tion and honor for what they’ve been through 
in their careers - and not as fan to star but 
as person to person. That makes him more 
than a producer who’s hired them; it makes 
him more like a friend. “I’ve always been able 
to strike up a really great rapport,” Moulton 
acknowledges. “I think they like that someone 
has taken a personal interest in their careers. 
I don’t know if they’re thrilled that I’m trying 
to carry the torch and keep something like this 
going. I don’t know.” 

Elaine Stritch knows. Before she even set foot 
in Austin, the latest diva to be seduced into 
performing for Austin Cabaret Theatre had a 
bead on Moulton and what makes him special. 
During our interview, she’s the one who brings 
him up, proclaiming him “one of the loveliest 
guys I’ve met in a long time.” “I see something 
very rare in this guy,” she adds. “He’s a kind, 
gentle sweetheart of a guy. And funny. And I 
don’t know anybody that’s that light in the loaf- 
ers. In my whole life, I’ve never met anybody as 
gay as Stuart. Never! In all the right ways. He 
never says what the ordinary line is, like, ‘Oh, 
you were wonderful.’ He just goes, ‘I don’t be- 
lieve it!’ His talent is extraordinary, and he’s not 
the least bit aware of how delicious he is. He’s 
just outgoing. Outgoing. A hundred percent. 
God, he made an impression on me.” 

So who will be the next diva to fall under 
Moulton’s spell? “I want Liza,” Moulton says, 
with as serious an expression as you’ll see 
on his face. “Why not?” he adds. “If you’d 
told me eight years ago that I’d be producing 
Elaine Stritch, I’d have thought you were on 
crack. So why not Liza? She’s gotta work.” 

The face breaks into that Broadway-marquee 
smile, and you figure: Before long, Ms. Minnelli 
is likely to find herself with a new best pal. ■

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Why Archive? 

The Harry Ransom Center explores its own raison d’etre in a new exhibit

It’s brilliantly meta: The Harry Ransom Center, one of 
the world’s great cultural archives, has created an exhibition 
about ... archives. 

It’s called “The Mystique of the Archive,” and maybe a 
question mark just popped out over your head - mystique? 
Of the archives ? Oh yes, my friend. Tom Stoppard, A.S. Byatt, 
and Julian Barnes, among many others, have created popular 
works based on that obsession-provoking mystique ( Arcadia : A 
Play , Possession: A Romance, and Flaubert’s Parrot, respectively). 
“Archives promise mystery, adventure, and discovery” for those 
who explore them, according to the HRC’s press materials, and 
that’s not overheated; it’s exactly right. 

So besides dusty, scribbled-on typescripts, moldy journals, 
and torn photos, what exactly is an archive? The exhibit quotes 
Irish playwright and novelist Sebastian Barry on his own 
archives: “It’s a memory trail, like those old Victorian photos - 
is that a ghost? But here, it’s a ghost of your 
work, a ghost of yourself. . . . It’s a haunted 
river, a long river.” Almost as poetically, the 
exhibition calls an archive “the map that 
traces the trajectory of the imagination.” 

Piecing together and following that map, 
meeting the ghosts on that river - that’s 
the adventure for people like Stoppard and 
Byatt. Archives appeal to what the exhibit calls “the sustained 
magnetism of the authentic,” the way certain objects become 
packed full of something like magic - a magic invested partly 
by their makers, partly by the attention and longing of millions 
of people over many years. 

“The Mystique of the Archive” demonstrates how archives 
map the evolution of an idea “into a fully-developed work.” 
(There’s a pleasingly meta-meta display on Flaubert’s Parrot, 
featuring the archives related to this book about archiving.) 
The exhibit also looks at how an archive represents the value 
of a work. That value may be cultural, but it’s also cash-based 
- writers and their estates are not giving this stuff away. The 
HRC was never afraid to spend, and back in the Harry Ransom 


days, it attracted a reputation in England as a bit of a rob- 
ber baron. To its credit, the exhibition addresses this issue, 
and co-curator Megan Barnard even pointed me to a recent 
Guardian article quoting HRC-collected British novelist Jim 
Crace on visiting the archive - “I held Blake paintings and 
Coleridge notebooks in my hand. I couldn’t help thinking that 
they didn’t belong there” - as well as an anonymous, gloomy 
British archivist: “Two things are inevitable: death and Texas.” 
But Barnard points out that it is “differences in philanthropy 
and tax incentives in the two societies” that have put British 
institutions at a collecting disadvantage, adding that the HRC 
“has very collegial relationships with its peers in England, and 
I think most people are glad that these collections are being 
preserved, regardless of where they are housed.” (Also, the 
British are hardly in a position to complain about other people 
nicking cultural artifacts.) 

The exhibition notes that new technol- 
ogy such as word processing “increas- 
ingly challenges the traditional concept 
of archives.” When writers work in 
Microsoft Word, archivists lose what the 
exhibition calls “false starts, the drafts 
that illustrate innumerable changes, 
cross-outs, and marginal notes [that] 
tell the story of how a work of literature was composed, how 
it came to be.” Co-curator Cathy Henderson says that new 
technologies will not change the archive’s essential mission, 
“because we will always collect, preserve, and make available 
the contemporary cultural record for the benefit of posterity.” 
She adds, “Quite honestly, there is still a substantial amount 
recorded on paper that makes its way into the center.” 

At the end of the exhibit, you’re asked to consider “what is 
in your own archive and how you will preserve it. ” Maybe you 
will give your Facebook page a little more respect now - and 
your Livejoumal and Flickr pages, come to think of it. When 
so much of what was once private archiving is now kept pub- 
licly online, what will become of archives? Henderson says that

formal archives offer “focused and contextualized collecting 
that the unmediated ‘archive’ of weblogs and social networking 
sites does not enjoy.” And Barnard observes, “Although more 
and more people are ‘archiving’ much about their lives on 
weblogs and social networking sites, most writers and artists 
are not using online venues to archive their creative work ... at 
least not yet.” ■

Fortunately, Central Market’s 
Cooking School is there to help. 
Until recently, an unfortunate 
gap existed between the 
school’s classes for adults (min- 
imum age: 18) and those 
geared to the littlest chefs 
(maximum age: 12), leaving ado- 
lescents out of the loop. But 
now, once a month, teenagers 
13-18 can take an interactive 
half-day class whose subject 
matter ranges from meal plan- 
ning (July’s Spectacular Feast) 
to particular cuisines 
(September’s Italian). 

Being an angst-ridden sopho- 
more myself, I attended the 
August class, which focused on 
dishes that involve five ingredi- 
ents or less. That doesn’t mean 
we copped out and made pea- 
nut-butte r-and-j el ly sandwiches, 
however. On the menu: pasta 
with asparagus-lemon sauce, 
pork ribs with honey-teriyaki 
glaze, roasted-garlic mashed 


potatoes, pizza, and, best of all, 
lemon icebox pie. 

Know that this is not just a 
live cooking show but a hands- 
on class all the way. The 16 of 
us were split into groups, and 
each team took its turn in the 
kitchen preparing a dish while 
those not involved looked on 
and scribbled notes. Chef and 
teacher Cindy Haenel not only 
walked us through the recipe but 
also offered basic advice on 
everything from seasoning to 
stir-frying. 

In the end, it couldn’t be more 
of a win-win situation. By the 
time I leave home, I won’t be 
relying on packets of noodles for 
sustenance, and in the mean- 
time, I can make my family some 
pretty delicious meals. 

I’ll only munch on ramen 
because I want to, not because I 
need to. 

The next class for teens has 
an Italian theme and takes place 
on Sunday, Sept. 7, at 10am. 
Teens can tackle French cuisine 
on Sunday, Oct. 5, at 10am. 
Classes take place at the cen- 
tral store at 4001 N. Lamar, and 
tuition is $50 per class. For 
reservations, call 206-1014.

PETER LEHMANN OF THE BAROSSA 

Peter Lehmann of the Barossa is one of 
the good-guy wineries. At every price level, 
they give value for the money and quality 
that beats most of its competitors. 

Lehmann makes 52 different wines, but in 
Central Texas we only get a few of them. 
Their Barossa Chardonnay ($11) is a per- 
fect example of the attention they lavish 
even on their lowest-priced wines. It has 
the richness of a California version but is 
very light on the oak. The result is a slight 
touch of vanilla and toast that accentuates 
the fruit instead of drowning it out. Its lem- 
ony aromas and crisp acidity make it per

Clancy’s ($16) is a blend of 35% 
Shiraz, 34% Cabernet Sauvignon, 26% 
Merlot, and 5% Cabernet Franc. It’s 
Lehmann’s biggest seller in our area - 
buyers come back for more of the 
intensely flavored but velvety-soft wine. 

Lehmann made his name in the 
wine business by producing killer 
Shiraz. The least expensive in our 
market is the Barossa Shiraz ($16), 
a good introduction to the allure of 
Barossa Valley Shiraz. Like the whole 
Barossa line, this is a soft, fruity wine

that works equally 
for lazing away an 
afternoon in con- 
versation or pair- 
ing with good food. 

The Eight Songs 

Shiraz ($38) is an altogether more 
serious affair. It has dark berry, 
vanilla, and chocolate aromas with 
more tannic acid, which means it 
should be ready for a good long life. 

Peter Lehmann’s Clancy is avail- 
able all over town. The Barossa 
Shiraz is at World Market and a few 
Randalls. Eight Songs is available 
at Costco. - Wes Marshall

Jade Leaves TeaHouse began as a wholesale tea busi- 
ness, and though it has blossomed into a long-imagined 
and planned-for restaurant, tea is still its mainstay and 
anchor. The teahouse does not merely list its teas by name 
but provides instead an informative guide to all the major 
varieties of tea, accompanied by eloquent and detailed 
descriptions of the more than 100 teas it sells. All are 
organic, premium-grade, and loose-leaf and can be enjoyed 
hot or iced. A variety of beverages, including smoothies 
and lassi, is also served; the hot chai latte ($4.95) is par- 
ticularly outstanding, rich and complex, with a depth of 
flavor and unique intensity. 

Culinarily, Jade Leaves TeaHouse has set out to do a 
difficult thing: to enhance popular Asian dishes by using 
organic and local ingredients and by offering vegetarian, 
vegan, gluten-free, and raw-food options. This is not an 
impossible thing to do, but it is difficult to do well without 
tipping over into an alienating “health food” aesthetic. 

It’s also nearly impossible to keep an organic kitchen 
and stay competitive, as organic ingredients can be two 
and three times as expensive, especially organic meats. 
Typically, this difficulty is met by running a very tight ship: 
The kitchen must maintain a minimum of waste, and staff- 
ing is kept low. If business is brisker than expected, this 
shows as long wait times for food, menu items running 
out or not being available at all, and harried servers who 
are answering the phone and helping make the food as 
well as waiting tables. Jade Leaves TeaHouse exhibits all of 
these signs of the struggle to balance high food costs, so it 
is best to go in with a flexible attitude. 

The dining room is laid out like a coffee shop, with 
counter service and bakery items. The resemblance ends 


there, however - the decor is unabashedly Asian, and an 
effort has been made to give each table a semblance of 
privacy through the use of Oriental screens and dividers. 
The staff, though often taxed, is extremely enthusiastic 
and knowledgeable. 

Overall, the vision of the menu is strong, but the execu- 
tion is uneven. The lettuce wraps ($6.95), made with 
sauteed organic vegetables, were tasty and well-seasoned 
but difficult to roll and eat in the scanty amount of tender 
lettuce provided. The peanut dipping sauce was sadly 
cold, dense, and congealed. The Guo Tie Dumplings 
($5.95) were far more enjoyable, perfectly pan-fried and 
savory, with a black vinegar dipping sauce that brought 
out the garlic and orange notes in the vegetable mixture. 
The Indonesian Stir Fried Peanut Noodles ($10.95), gar- 
nished with fresh cilantro and lime, were oversalted, over- 
cooked, and “health-foody.” 

All was forgiven with the first bite of Thai bison salad 
($12.95). Each slice of bison was perfectly marinated in 
chile, spices, lime, and fragrant herbs. Scattered on a bed 
of tender organic lettuces, grilled red peppers, and sprouts 
and dressed with an unforgettable chile-and-lime dressing, 
the salad is a reassuring example of how good it can be 
when it’s done right, a fabulous dish made with the best 
possible ingredients. Then, Oi’s Pad Thai ($9.95, $11.90 
with tofu, bison, or turkey). Assured by my server that this 
dish was going to be fabulous, I dug right in. I wish I could 
overlook this, but in good conscience I cant: It had been 
made with bamboo shoots that had turned bad. A small 
tight-ship economy, probably they had decided that the 
shoots, though iffy, were okay for one more night. 
Nevertheless, the entire dish was inedible. 

With a sufficient flow of business, Jade Leaves could no 
doubt eliminate these challenges and fulfill its promise; it 
remains to be seen whether customer goodwill can see it 
through its growing pains.

Far Southwest Austin is one of the 
fastest growing areas of our city, and 
for several years, there was a consis- 
tent complaint about the lack of 
reliable dining options in the neigh- 
borhood. As shopping centers were 
developed, national and regional 
chain eateries slowly began to dot 
the landscape, along with the occa- 
sional local mom-and-pop outfit. 
One of the most inviting little inde- 
pendent spots is a 1 -year- old 
endeavor called Lux Bakery & Cafe. 
Ann and Tim Lux bought the former 
Chooby Doo Cafe last summer and 
opted to keep the existing interna- 
tional lunch menu, which they aug- 
ment with Ann’s handcrafted baked 
goods. It is just the kind of place 
that could develop into a popular 
neighborhood hangout - perfect for 
coffee and pastries in the morning, 
very affordable for lunch with the 
working crowd, and a pleasant after- 


noon retreat where the bubble teas 
are refreshing, the sweets are satisfy- 
ing, and the Wi-Fi is free. 

Begin the day at Lux with a cup 
of organic coffee ($1.50/$ 1.75) or a 
thick, sweet Saigon Coffee ($2.50) 
paired with muffins (95 cents), 
frosted cinnamon rolls ($1.95), a 
cheese Danish ($1.25), or scones 
($1.75). Drop in for lunch, as I did 
recently with some friends who live 
in that neighborhood, and you’re 
greeted with a globe-trotting selec- 
tion of international specialties. The 
menu is heavily weighted toward 
Asian and Mediterranean dishes, 
but there are plenty of American 
regional choices as well. My main 
concern after looking at the diverse 
menu was that it seemed unlikely 
this small place could turn out so 
many different ethnic dishes effec- 
tively. However, we ordered the 
equivalent of a U.N. contingent of 
soups, salads, and sandwiches and 
didn’t find anything wanting. 
Everything we sampled was fresh, 
simple, and well-prepared. We 
began with fresh, crunchy veggie 
spring rolls (two for $2.50) and a 


sweet-hot peanut dipping sauce. I 
thoroughly enjoyed the home-style 
interpretation of the hearty hot- 
and-sour Thai tom yum soup 
($3.25) and a hot, creamy, pressed 
Cuban sandwich ($4.95) that 
reminded me of one I’d enjoyed in 
a little hole in the wall years ago in 
Miami. Both the toothsome grilled 
chicken gyro ($4.75) and the falafel 
wrap ($4.50) came wrapped in soft 
local pitas, dressed with chopped 
fresh vegetables and a tangy yogurt 
sauce. The Chicago-style hot dog 
($2.95) came with regular pickle 
relish instead of the signature 
DayGlo green concoction, but in its 
defense, the dog was made with a 
quality wiener nestled on a home- 
made bun. One of my guests was 
unfamiliar with bubble teas and 
became a convert on the spot after 
sampling the Lux version ($3/$3.50). 
During a follow-up call, Ann Lux 
made a point of telling me they 
make tapioca pearls several times 
during the day to ensure freshness 
and start over anew each morning. 

Stuffed as we were after our multi- 
ethnic meal, we couldn’t think of 


leaving without trying some of Ann 
Lux’s tempting sweet treats. There 
are drop cookies, hand-decorated 
cutout cookies, bar cookies, brown- 
ies, tarts, cupcakes, cheesecakes, and 
decorated layer cakes from which to 
choose. Lucky for us, most of the des- 
serts come in small, individual serv- 
ings - mini cupcakes, tiny tartlets, 
cheesecake bites, and festive bags of 
little cookies - as well as whole ver- 
sions. We nibbled and made notes on 
things we would investigate further 


when we could bring the appetite to 
do them justice. All of the baked 
goods listed on the menu can be 
ordered for special occasions. Think 
breakfast pastry trays for the office, a 
one-of-a-kind birthday cake, or a 
romantic dessert offering for your 
sweetheart. The Luxes celebrate the 
first anniversary of their business all 
next week with daily menu specials. 
Stop by, and make some new friends 
in the neighborhood.

‘Homicide’ vet Melissa Leo 
wins raves for ‘Frozen River’

Melissa Leo garnered accolades for her long-running 
portrayal of Sgt. Kay Howard in Homicide: Life on the 
Street but never got her due. Now, after a string of sup- 
porting parts, Leo delivers a searing turn in Frozen 
River as Ray Eddy, a hardscrabble single mom 
ensnared in human smuggling along reservation lands 
at the Canadian border. Leo spoke to us from Boston, 
where she’s shooting indie comedy Don McKay with 
Thomas Haden Church and Elisabeth Shue. 

Austin Chronicle: Frozen River started as a short, 
before being adopted into a feature. You appear in both. 

What about it compelled you to give so much to it? 

Melissa Leo: When we did the short, all I knew that 
there was was the short. It was a great little piece, 
with a very, very strong couple of women. They had no 
names - it was “the blonde” and “the Mohawk.” ... 

Then after we had done the short and I had indicated I 
wanted to do the feature, well, I wasn’t gonna let that 
outta my sight. I would call her [director Courtney Hunt] - not daily 
or anything, but you know, every three, six months: “So, are we 
gonna make that movie one of these days?” ... I wouldn’t have let 
the project go for anything; I think it’s interesting people think of it 
as haven given so much. I think what I gave was pure pleasure, and 
what is being returned on it is so amazing. 

AC: There's buzz about your performance being remembered come 
awards season; does this feel like a breakthrough role for you? 

ML: It’s of a great deal of importance in the shape of my life and my 
career, without doubt. I think that it could even be bigger than that, in 
finally understanding there doesn’t have to be boy movies and girl 
movies and black movies and white movies. There can be film that 
all the whole, diverse world can get. Maybe, maybe, maybe Frozen 
River's a little part of that transition. For me, so much of what I do is 
not this really rather amazing, wonderful response that has been hap- 





pening in the last little while here; it’s really the process of making 
film itself. 

AC: You've worked as much in television as you have in film: What 
are the pros and cons of each? 

ML: Television has been an incredible training ground for me. There 
is something so quick [about it]. ... There’s not a lot of time to flush 
things out. Very often in television work, you’re asked to make very 
unreal turns and directions. There’s a shorthand about it. 

AC: I'm a huge Homicide fan. How much does it color your career? 
ML: What Homicide did to my career more than anything was to 
paint it black. After I finished my five years on Homicide, I could not 
get hired to save my life. ... I loved being Kay Howard, but she 
didn’t get any more work for me. They wouldn’t let me play the vic- 
tims, because I was the police, and they wouldn’t let me play the 
police, because, oh, I’d already done that. ■

'KINGS’ RETURNS A WINNER 

A film that shot somewhat quietly in the 
Austin area last year is getting a lot of buzz 
and finally making it to town for a screening 
primarily aimed at cast and crew at 7pm on 
Tuesday, Sept. 9, at the Galaxy Highland 10. 
Kings of the Evening is set in the Deep 
South in the Depression era. Amid tough eco- 
nomic times, a group of African-American 
men dress in their finest and compete to be 
the movie title’s King of the Evening. 

The film has already won a batch of awards, 
including Best Film, Best Supporting Actor 
(Glynn Turman, who is up for an Emmy for 
work on In Treatment), and Best Director at 
the San Diego Black Film Festival and the 
audience award at the San Francisco Black 
Film Festival. Also count Gary Bond of the 
Austin Film Office as a fan. He calls it a 
heartwarming film that deserves distribution, 
a stand he seldom takes about locally shot 
films. Distribution is something producer/ 
director Andrew P. Jones is working fever- 
ishly to accomplish. He and his father, the 
novelist and retired public relations pro 
Robert Page Jones, crafted the story after 
the elder Jones read a story about a similar 
men’s style contest in South Africa. 

In true indie spirit, father and son bank- 
rolled the film themselves and first looked at 
shooting in Birmingham, Ala., but the lack of 
a film scene nixed that idea. “We knew for a 
first film we needed to surround ourselves 
with experienced people, resources, and 
gear,” the younger Jones said. They ended up 
shooting in Bartlett, a town he describes as 
“frozen in time. We didn’t have to do much; it 
was perfect for us.” The cast and crew were 
85 to 90% local but included fashion model 
Tyson Beckford in the lead and such veter- 
an actors as Lynn Whitfield (The Josephine 
Baker Story) and Reginald Dorsey ( Return 
to Lonesome Dove).

BRAND UPON 
THE BRAIN!

Conceived as a traveling 
spectacle, a silent film accom- 
panied in different cities by dif- 
ferent narrators such as Isabella 
Rossellini, Crispin Glover, Calvin 
Johnson, and others, plus a live 
Foley team, an 11-piece orches- 
tra, and a supposed castrato, 
Brand Upon the Brain! is another 
ambitious, audacious entry in 
the canon of Canadian auteur 
Guy Maddin. But as part of the 
director’s personal trilogy (includ- 
ing Cowards Bend the Knee and 
My Winnipeg), Brand's kitschy 
ghost story of a memoir is root- 
ed in richly realized emotion. 

A dreamlike remembrance 
of childhood in which the past 


keeps apace with the present, 
the film recollects Maddin’s 
(hopefully imagined) childhood 
on his family island, overseen 
by a controlling mother that 
omnisciently eyeballs Guy 
and Sis from her perch in the 
island’s lighthouse. An alluring 
pair of Nancy Drew-style teen 
detectives arrives to investi- 
gate the grisly goings-on at 
the “mom and pop orphanage” 
Mother runs, roiling the already 
troubled waters with jealousy, 
sexual confusion, and Oedipal 
terror. (The DVD, arriving with 
all the extras one expects of a 
Criterion release, contains the 
Rossellini-helmed audio track 
the film had in its regular theat- 
rical release, along with several 
live recordings.) 


Intrinsic to Maddin’s evocation 
of a haunted, timeless world is his 
inimitable visual style, a choppy 
approximation of disintegrat- 
ing silent film, black-and-white 
Super-8 stock repeatedly sped 
up, slowed down, and smeared 
with Vaseline. But far from being 
an empty stylist, Maddin has the 
genius ability to make garish, 
ghoulish melodrama - whether the 
quadriplegic beer baroness danc- 
ing on glass legs filled with suds 
from The Saddest Music in the 
World or the loving, suffocating, 
undead-raising Mother of Brand - 
and make it entirely, emotionally 
real. Far from a halcyon memory, 
the past in Maddin’s life is ines- 
capable, filled with remorse, fear, 
passion, and anxiety.

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Ghosts Are 
Good Company 

AFS Essential Series: The Third Wave: 
Contemporary German Cinema

There are two of them in the car, a man and 
a woman. The woman, Yella, is a mousy thing, 
two wary eyes peering out from behind a mop 
of thin hair. She’s on her way to the train station 
to take a job in the western part of Germany, 
two hours but a world away from her small 
hometown in the economically despondent 
East. Before she gets on that train, however, her 
estranged husband, Ben, is going to have his 
say - about her leaving, about her leaving him, 
about her abandoning him. First he pleads with 
her, then he threatens her, and then he grabs 
her in a fit of rage. Yella demands he let her out 
of the car, but he refuses. “I love you,” is all he 
says. And then, as the car crosses over a bridge, 
Ben turns the wheel and crashes through the 
guardrail. The car falls silently through the 
air, plunges into the river below, and gradually 
sinks, sinks, sinks to the bottom. 

Bubbling up from the wreckage, Yella pulls 
herself out of the water and drags herself to 
the shore, collapsing in the mud. Moments 
later, Ben collapses next to her. Improbably, 
they have both cheated death. But it’s clear, 
even as Yella picks herself off that muddy bank 
and begins the long walk to the train station 
and her new life, that her old life won’t be 
leaving her alone anytime soon. Not after it 
already tried to kill her once and then refused 
to stay dead itself. 

The movie is Yella, German director Christian 
Petzold’s 2007 award-winning supernatural- 
psychological drama, which will have its Austin 
premiere on Sept. 9. Like most of the films 
screening this month as part of the Austin Film 
Society’s latest Essential Cinema Series pro- 
gram, The Third Wave: Contemporary German 
Cinema, Yella is about the ghosts of the past: the 
personal past, the political past, the economic 
past, and cinema past. Whether drowned in a 
river, drowned in alcohol, or drowned out by 
the sound of gunfire, these ghosts continue to 
linger in Germany, remnants of a 20th century 
that was cinematically triumphant but socially 
plagued, a 20th century that refuses to let the 
country, its people, or its filmmakers transition 
blithely into the 21st. 

We see this refusal in Yella’s own attempt 
at a new life: Upon arriving in her new home- 
town, she learns that not only is there no job 
waiting for her as she had been promised but 
the man who had done the promising has been 
fired from his own job for attempting to cheat 
the company he worked for. Immediately, Yella 
gets a crash course in this brave new world 
economy, an economy not based on shared 
labor and self-sacrifice - as old-German com- 
munism, for all its dehumanizing flaws, was 
- but rather one based on self-satisfaction, 


self-indulgence, instant gratification, and get- 
ting the better of one’s neighbors - as new 
German capitalism, for all its triumphs, is. 

It doesn’t take Yella long to adjust to this 
new system; it turns out she has a gift for 
ruthless moneymaking. Meeting a handsome, 
manipulative young businessman, she begins 
to realize her own potential as a player in the 
new German economy, where the old notions 
of morality and fair play mean absolutely noth- 
ing. She is a natural capitalist. Unfortunately 
for her, just when she begins making some- 
thing of her new life, her old ghosts decide 
to come back to haunt her, appearing out of 
the past in the sound of wind in the trees and 
in the sight of improbably unlocked doors 
and lingering shadows around corners. The 
personal, the psychological, and the economic 
become inextricably intertwined as Yella sacri- 
fices more and more of herself to the pursuit 
of financial success and a bright future. 

It’s a parable playing itself all over modem 
Germany - all over post-communist Eastern 
Europe - a parable about the alienation endem- 
ic to the capitalist system, to the worship of 
economic success - casualties in the battle 
between money and morality, between the 
brave new dog-eat-dog, every-woman-for-her- 
self future and the forced interconnectedness 
of the past. And its lessons are hiding in closets 
and behind closed doors everywhere, just wait- 
ing to drag people down into the dark waters.

There was a time, not so long ago, when the 
German film industry was the pride of Europe, 
second only to mighty, glistening Hollywood 
for prestige. Back in the early part of the 20th 
century, the Weimar years, directors such as 
Robert Weine, Friedrich Murnau, Fritz Lang, 
and Ernst Lubitsch were in the vanguard of 
a new kind of filmmaking, expanding the 
vocabulary of the medium into the realm of 
expressionism and art-deco abstraction. Stars 
such as Marlene Dietrich and Peter Lorre 
were nearly as famous as Norma Shearer and 
Douglas Fairbanks, and studios rose and fell

throughout the country as they vied with the 
legendary industry powers of the New World. 

But then the Nazis came to power, and the 
national film industry became a propaganda 
tool, and Germany’s great loss became America’s 
great gain, as future heavyweights - such as 
Billy Wilder, Douglas Sirk, Richard Siodmak, 
and countless others - made their way across 
the ocean to Hollywood, where they would be 
responsible for some of the greatest cinematic 
achievements of the coming Golden Age. 

Back in Germany, the golden age would 
have to wait. Wait out the Nazis; wait out 
World War II; wait out the early, terrible years 
of Communist rule; wait until the early Sixties, 
when a new group of young filmmakers, out 
to create what they called “the new cinema,” 
would burst onto the scene as the German 
New Wave. These young directors - Rainer 
Fassbinder, Werner Herzog, Wim Wenders, 
among others - like their French and Italian 
counterparts before them, breathed new life 
into German cinema with their artistic restless- 
ness, their youthful arrogance, and their devo- 
tion to finding a new cinematic language. 

The new third wave of German filmmakers, 
those highlighted by the AFS this month, fol- 
lowed in the footsteps of those giants as chil- 
dren of their country’s reconciliation, souls 
that came to artistic fruition after the fall of the 
Berlin Wall, after the collapse of communism, 
during the age of the free market, free media, 
and free and open borders. 

One of the leading lights of this new move- 
ment is Fatih Akin, the portrait both of modem 
German cinema and modem Germany in gen- 
eral. A Hamburg-bom, first-generation German 
of Turkish descent, Akin explores the cultural 
malleability and dissonance at the heart of 
the “new Germany” and the “new Europe,” a 
world of colliding religious, social, and political 
traditions that is at once an ocean of potential 
artistic and social revolution and a powder keg 
of potential political and racial disaster. (Akin’s 
latest film, The Edge of Heaven, played recently 


at the Austin Gay & Lesbian International Film 
Festival and opens in Austin this month.) 

Akin’s excellent Head-On, from 2004, is 
a glorious example of the artistic possibili- 
ties that have arisen out of the disputatious 
atmosphere of simultaneously rivaling and 
complementary cultural traditions, both on 
a cultural scale and a personal one. Its story 
of Turkish- Germans Cahit (played with Klaus 
Kinski-like abandon by Birol Unel) and Sibel 
(Sibel Kekilli), each caught between the temp- 
tations of their native modem Germany and 
the inexorable pull of their cultural heritage, is 
as old as the tale of the Hebrews in Egypt: the 
tension between cultural tradition and new, 
displaced sociopolitical identity. 

Cahit confronts this tension the way any 
reasonable person would: He drinks. A lot. 
He indulges himself and debases himself, and 
he lashes out at the world before the world 
can lash out at him. Drowning his feelings 
of displacement in any bottle he can get his 
hands on, Cahit is anger personified, smash- 
ing bottles and living in squalor and castigat- 
ing his own people as “fucking Turks” in fits of 
self-loathing and confusion. His reconciliation 
with his past, his identity, and his disappoint- 
ment and dissatisfaction finally begins when 
he opens his home to Sibel, a young Turkish 
woman herself seeking respite from the crush- 
ing weight of history and tradition the only 
way she knows how: through the cool, ahis- 
torical numbness that can only come from 
physical degradation and indulgence. 

Sibel, like Cahit and Yella and so many of 
the other heroes of the new German cinema, 
will come to know eventually that in Germany, 
as everywhere else, one’s past can only be 
ignored, forgotten, abused, despised, drunk 
away, snorted out of memory, or drowned out 
by loud music and sex for so long. Inevitably it 
will appear again to demand its due acknowl- 
edgment and have its day. 

Ghosts, they say, will only stay quiet for 
so long. ■

The writers’ strike 
earlier this year set the 
traditional fall TV pre- 
miere season off course. 

The bulk of the new fall 
TV series on broadcast 
TV launches the week 
of Sept. 22. But a few 
are trickling out now - 
some on cable, some on 
Fox (which only a short 
time ago was heralding 
a break from the pack 

by ignoring the traditional fall season and doing 
its own thing), others on the still-fledgling CW 
So if you’re going to come out of the box early, 
it seems like you’d want to start with something 
bright, new, and extra shiny, right? Instead, TNT 
comes out with Raising the Bar. Just what we 
need, I yawned: another legal drama. 

For those who just can’t get enough of this kind 
of thing, Raising the Bar blends the soapiness of 
Grey’s Anatomy with the earnest (though limited) 
discussion of law and human rights sometimes 
found in Law & Order. Oh, I know this new series 
by TV titan Steven Bochco ( Hill Street Blues , LA 
Law, NYPD Blue ) should create more of a stir, but 
I just can’t find the energy. 

All the elements are there in Raising the Bar. 
On one side, the young public defenders railing 
against the system led by an often teary-eyed 
Mark-Paul Gosselaar ( Saved by the Bell) as 
Jerry Kellerman. On the other side, the ruth- 
less district attorneys eager to chalk up 
wins, led by Currie Graham as 
Nick Balco. Representing justice 
a hard-line judge who skews a 
little odd, ably represented by 
Jane Kaczmarek as Judge Trudy 
Kessler. Here, Kaczmarek is a 
well-pressed, less frazzled ver- 
sion of her Lois in Malcolm in the 
Middle. The most interesting thing 
about her is her curious, potentially 
dangerous relationship with her young law clerk, 
Charlie Salansky (Jonathan Scarfe), who leverages 
both sides of the field to his advantage. The defen- 
dants range from baldly guilty to victims of their 
own human foibles. Unless you develop a liking 
for any of these characters (there are others - all 
forgettable), there’s really nothing to suck you into 
the series. I watched the first three episodes and 
found my attention easily drawn to other things 
but was still able to jump back into the episode 
with very little effort. 

Raising the Bar airs Mondays at 9pm on TNT

The More You Ask, 
the Less You Know 

The ongoing saga at ME Television 
has made me wonder: What’s going 
to happen to that city-owned broad- 
cast real estate should ME TV not be 
able to pull itself out of its financial 
straits? When I directed these ques- 
tions to various city officials, the 
answers ranged from a very polite, 
“E-mail your questions, and some- 
one will get back to you,” to a very 
bureaucratic sounding, “I don’t know; 
we just do what we’re told.” I didn’t 
get any lucid answers by press time, 
but this small bone was thrown to 
me last week just before the three-day 
weekend. The response was to the 
question: If ME TV has an agreement 
with the city to operate on Channel 
15, are they out of compliance 
with the agreement if they are 
not solvent? If so, what’s the 
recourse? Here’s the response 
from Amber King, a senior 
public information specialist 
for the city of Austin, in an 
e-mail dated Aug. 28: 

“I checked on your question 

about whether financial assurance is 
required in the agreement. The answer 
is yes. Austin Music Partners [which 
owns ME TV] submits a report semi- 
annually that indicates whether suf- 
ficient working capital is available for 
the Channel’s budget for the next six- 
month period.” 

That didn’t completely answer my 
question, nor did it address a list of other 
questions: 

Is there any possibility that the city 
may intervene to get ME TV back to busi- 
ness as usual? 

Should ME TV fold up, what will 
become of Channel 15? Will it remain a 
city-owned channel? If not, why not? 

Questions, questions, questions. If 
new information comes my way, I’ll post 
it at the Chronicle Screens blog, Picture in 
Picture, austinchronicle.com/pip.

Actually, the third album, Gabriel's Horn (“Texas 
Platters,” June 13), an amalgam of skuzzy psych-punk dirges 
and buckskin stallion blues, was long overdue.

Just don’t 
expect any new Monkeywrench material to land anytime soon. “It would be nice if we did do 
something,” Arm says. “There’s just a lot of fucked-up logistical, old-aged crap, you know?”

Don’t Look Back in Anger 

Parker & Lily’s 2005 swan song, The Low Lows, is one of the most astonishingly brutal 
breakup albums in recent memory, intimately detailing the bitter end of the couple’s 10-year rela- 
tionship beneath a thin veil of reverb and distortion. “That record just about killed us,” admits 
songwriter/ vocalist Parker Noon, who relocated to Austin earlier this year. “That was the first 
time, though, that I found my musical footing. Since we’d broken up, I had no choice except to 
write and orchestrate those songs myself. I wanted to walk away from that experience with some- 
thing to show for it.” Adopting the name the Low Lows, Noon presses forward this week with the 
release of his second solo album, Shining Violence (Misra), an ashen collection of lo-fi reveries in 
the Southern Gothic tradition. “I was terrified at the prospect of moving on,” admits Noon, “but I 
absorbed enough of Lily’s musical knowledge over the course of our relationship that now I can 
do it on my own.” Now a sevenpiece with a four-man brass section, the Lows Lows leave town 
next week for a monthlong national tour before dusting up the Beauty Bar on Oct. 3. 


O Somewhere Doug Sahm is smiling. 
While no one seems to know exactly what it 
is or how it came to fruition, Sir Douglas 
Quintet’s latest posthumous compilation, 
Scandinavian Years, is holding down the No. 
2 spot on Norway’s Top 40 Albums chart for 
the third consecutive week, outselling new 
releases by Coldplay and Slipknot. 

O After nearly a three-year absence (see 
“Outlaw Onda,” Feb. 17, 2006), Tejano music 
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Out of a comfortable, undistinguished 
house in university-area Austin, several boxes 
of vintage studio tapes were moved to safe- 
keeping last month. The several dozen reels 
from a long-shuttered studio emitted small, 
gray dust clouds as they were tagged and 
shuffled into brown cardboard boxes. Many 
were simply late- 19 70s recordings for com- 
mercial projects or forgotten local bands like 
the Stallions. 

Then there were the notables: Doug Sahm, 
Alvin Crow, and Stevie Ray Vaughan. 

On that last one, forget the “Ray” part. These 
tapes are a microcosm of Stevie Vaughan’s 
music before the world knew him, unexam- 
ined until now. Between January 1978 and 
February 1979, Vaughan recorded numerous 


sessions at Hole Sound Recording, a studio 
owned by a local musician named Perry 
Patterson. It was a flux period for the some- 
times homeless, usually earless, and always 
hungry to play Vaughan. 

This audio snapshot is crucial in Vaughan’s 
development because it frames him after his 
departure from the Cobras, where he was a 
featured guitarist singing four songs - his 
first foray to the microphone. His vocal set 
was astonishing to Cobra fans who knew 
him only as Jimmie Vaughan’s little brother, 
screwing his face up and wailing on his Strat 
with the Nightcrawlers for “Boom Boom” 
only a few years before. 

He’d already started dressing sharp in that 
Texas pachuco-mafia style developed by the

Thunderbirds and Cobras, favoring caps, fedo- 
ras, and berets to cover the thinning hairline 
that made him self-conscious. The heavy ade- 
noidal intonation caused from his repeatedly 
smashed nose gave his vocals a buttery quality, 
achy and yearning. His playing burst forth from 
deep within, as if his fingers couldn’t move fast 
enough over the guitar strings. No question 
that Vaughan was stepping up as a player. 

The recordings also cement the end of 
Triple Threat Revue as it shape-shifted into 
Double Trouble. Studio notes reveal Vaughan’s 
trajectory: In January ’78, they were Triple 
Threat, but as early as December ’78, he 
recorded as Double Trouble. The band itself 
wouldn’t debut under that name for four more 
months. Likely musicians on the sessions 
include WC. Clark and Mike Kindred from 
Triple Threat Revue, though 
Lou Ann Barton is absent 
from the tracks. 

Details on Stevie Ray 
Vaughan’s long-lost ses- 
sions exist because of Perry 
Patterson’s former wife 
| Patty. She worked in the stu- 
g dio alongside him, manag- 
S ing and taking care of much 
of its paperwork until the 
demands of motherhood took over. (Their son 
Mack is married to Chronicle senior account 
executive Annette Shelton Patterson.) The two 
met at UT when Patterson, scion of a well-to- 
do Louisiana family, came to Austin around 
1970 as a student whose educational goals 
were soon superseded by musical aspirations. 

Patterson opened Hole Sound Recording 
in 1976 in a shop on Red River near 32nd, 
then moved north a year later, up to Koenig 
Lane. The young couple enjoyed the stu- 
dio’s uninhibited atmosphere and the ben- 
efits of a burgeoning local music scene. It 
was a post-hippie, wavering cosmic cowboy, 
underground blues, spicy jazz, and nascent 
punk time for Austin, and they partied with 
the Van Morrisons and Boz Scaggses of the 


day. Patterson had a good ear for talent and 
brought in 1960s production vets such as 
Houston White and Sandy Lockett, both at 
the Vulcan Gas Company during the 1960s, as 
well as noted local musicians Charlie Prichard 
and Pepi Plowman. Hole Sound put out a sole 
45, “Rough Edges,” recorded by WC. Clark. 

“Those guys were always at the studio, 
but Stevie had the biggest star potential, and 
Perry knew it,” recalls Patty, who describes 
Vaughan as someone who lived to play and 
would do so for anybody with an electrical 
outlet. “Stevie and his girlfriend lived with us 
for about a month, in the back. Perry kind of 
supported him. We gave him a car, which he 
drove until it quit. The music was his whole 
life, but I felt he needed convincing that he 
could lead a band.” 

Hole Sound went south 
and closed in 1979; Perry 
and Patty split up after- 
ward. The latter took their 
two sons to raise, and Perry 
gigged around as a musi- 
cian, “not all that talented, 
but he enjoyed playing,” 
offers Patty, her soft deliv- 
ery halting. 

“Perry was shot to death 
at his house [in 1989]. The police are sure 
it was a guy he was involved in a marijuana 
deal with, who killed himself later. It’s still 
an open case, the only unsolved homicide of 
that year. ”

would be changed to “Pride and Joy,” the title 
to the car she and Perry gave Vaughan: Patty 
kept the boxes tucked away until it came time 
to see that her sons and grandchildren got

something of Perry’s life and work. What 
she’s revealed is a time capsule into that 
one pivotal year in the all-too -short life of 
Stevie Ray Vaughan. 

The recordings, done over a 13-month 
period, capture as many different colors 
as Vaughan could manage at only 24. The 
21 proper tracks are no legacy-rewriting 
revelation and of a so-so recording quality, 
but the selections are reassuringly familiar 
for that period: Howlin’ Wolf, Guitar Slim, 
Albert Collins, Otis Rush. An early version 
of “Texas Flood” is among them, as is WC. 
Clark’s “Reap Just What You Sow.” 

Studio versions of a few songs never 
recorded, only bootlegged live, or possi- 
bly alternately titled include “Be Careful,” 


“Stinghead Sting,” and a track of uniden- 
tified personnel performing “Cold Cold 
Cold” that sounds like Vaughan, with Mike 
Kindred pounding at the keyboards with his 
hardscrabble Dallas style. “Albert’s Shuffle,” 
“I’m Cryin’,” “I Tried” - these tracks now 
predate the “Electric Graceyland” tapes 
of late 1979 as Vaughan’s earliest studio 
recordings. The Vaughan estate is aware of 
these tapes and declined to develop them 
further some time ago. 

Bob Irwin hasn’t heard these tapes, but he 
knows Vaughan’s music. Irwin’s jaw-dropping 
producer credits include not just Vaughan 
but Johnny Cash, Patti Smith, Link Wray, and 
Cab Calloway. He’s worked alongside Jimmie

Vaughan on nearly all of Stevie’s Epic/Legacy catalog 
releases, a job he jokingly notes includes “lots of 
Austin barbecue.” 

“I think there are certain portions of the early 
recordings that hold high historical value,” he wrote 
in an e-mail, “but certainly not all, much like any 
artist’s earliest forays. I rely upon both my instincts 
and Jimmie’s insight when it comes to handling 
Stevie’s early, pre-Epic Records recordings. And I 
don’t think that there’s ever been a time that we 
haven’t been in complete agreement. 

“I think that there are still several very worth- 
while projects to be considered for eventual release. 
For example, there’s a good amount of astounding 
live material that I’m hoping will be properly devel- 
oped at some point. Very importantly, they have to

be projects that are developed and executed with 
integrity. They have to offer something important 
and unique to the listener, and are both sonically 
and graphically wonderful.” 

In 1979, Stevie Vaughan could only dream of the 
life that would become his over the next 11 years, 
until his death at 35. In this singular flashback of 
time, he was no different than any musician in town 
plugging in for a gig tonight. One of the songs on 
this tape is familiar to his fans and captures the 
Vaughan lightning in a Lone Star-shaped bottle. 

“Well, they call me Hurricane 
And I’ve come to play in your town

Title: “All Your Love"

This Otis Rush song was one of 
the handful of tunes Vaughan sang 
with Paul Ray & the Cobras. In the 
studio log, the band is noted alter- 
nately as Double Trouble and Brady’s 
Bubble, perhaps in reference to 
Vaughan’s alter ego, a hillbilly named 
Brady. Stevie’s playing is confident 
with a song he knew well and full of 
the flourishes also heard on the 
1980 version recorded live at 
Steamboat. Likely Chris Layton on 
drums and possibly Jackie Newhouse 
on bass. 



The Hole Sound Recording tapes aren’t the holy grail. That 
doesn’t exist, since Vaughan’s studio output was finite and 
accounted for. As Bob Irwin commented, the best hope for 
quality SRV releases of the future remains in curated live 
material. Yet the historical interest of recordings from 
Vaughan’s early years has legitimate meaning, especially 
to Austin, where Stevie Vaughan real- 
ly was the hometown boy who did 
good. Here are five tracks that say 
something about the guitarist.

Title: “Tin Pan Alley” 

Original artist: Little Milton

The story goes that Vaughan heard this song by Little Milton 
on the jukebox at Stubb’s in Lubbock while touring with Triple 
Threat. Like “Texas Flood,” it 
became one of his signature tunes, 
a low and menacing guitar rumble 
brought to a stinging climax. His 
attack here is more free-form than 
structured, but he goes after the 
song in a way intended to make 
it his. 


Title: “Texas Flood”

Date: Jan. 10, 1979 

Even when “Texas Flood” was just 
the song Stevie sang during his moment in the Cobras spotlight, 
he owned the Larry Davis-composed tune. Taught to him by 
Angela Strehli some years earlier, he’d honed it into his anthem 
during the Cobras years, a show-stopping display of guitar pyro- 
technics that dazzled Montreux a few short years later, then the 
world. On this early studio version, the edge is crystalline. 
Sounds like Mike Kindred on keyboards. 


i Title: “Shake for Me”

Date: Feb. 2, 1979 

Vaughan kept Howlin’ Wolf close to his heart, one of the few 
bluesmen he didn’t get to see at Antone’s. Along with “Love Me, 
Darlin”' and “Howlin’ for My Darlin’,” this rollicking number was a 
favorite among blues rockers of the 1970s such as Duane 
Allman. “Shake for Me” gave Vaughan a chance to pick up that 
gauntlet and apply his exuberant, youthful guitar muscle to one 
of the all-time great blues riffs. ■

This song wasn’t Guitar Slim’s 
theme, but it was another tune 
Vaughan sent into the stratosphere 
with his chunky rhythms. “Well, they 
call me Hurricane, and I’ve come to 
play in your town,” bragged the open- 
ing lyrics, the perfect introduction to 
his fireball Texas blues. He was hon- 
ing his razor style on this early ver- 
sion, sometimes titled “They Call Me 
Hurricane,” and the song became a 
staple in his sets.

Genius’ sixth solo LP charges on Black 
Milk’s “7 Pounds” and spins needle- 
on-vinyl soul aesthetic alongside Ka 
at the “Firehouse.” Closer “Life Is a 
Movie” reels in contemporary RZA styl- 
ings before bonus track “Elastic Audio” 
drops live and mostly a cappella from 
last May’s Parish romp. New York reg- 
gae spinners K-Salaam & Beatnick 
drop second LP Whose World Is This? 
(VP) with help from a slew of collabo- 
rators, including Talib Kweli (“Feel”), 
Dead Prez (“Fallen Soldiers”), and 
Tupac’s Outlawz (“The Truth”). Fitting 
reggae croons into streetwise BK bang, 
Papoose & Busy Signal’s “We Gotta 
Take It” typifies the balanced blend, hit- 
ting hardest at Bobbito Garcia’s concise 
“Vieques P.S.A.”

THE STILLS 

Oceans Will Rise 
(Arts & Crafts) 

Weathering the sopho- 
more slump in today’s 
profligate disposability 
practically defies com- 
prehension. Polishing off a third disc with 
negligible erosion of verve and skill while 
cementing identity boggles the mind. Global 
warming means Oceans Will Rise, but the 
Stills navigate DayGlo 1980s art-pop like 
captains of our water world. The Montreal 
quintet’s 2003 debut, Logic Will Break Your 
Heart, cast the Cure’s overripe melancholy 
in New Wave’s steely melodrama before 
critical success burned the band’s original 
incarnation to the ground. Quite improbably, 
Without Feathers rose from the ashes three 
years later, a phoenix in an aviary of pigeons. 
“Ashes in gasoline” coda the jungle buzz of 
“Snakecharming the Masses” as more sweet 
revenge for the Stills. Sitting shotgun, “Snow 
in California” rings another winning variation 
of “Changes Are No Good” and “Still in Love 
Song” from the debut. In fact, the only flaw 
with Oceans Will Rise is that the band has got- 
ten so adept at its trademark chime that the 
formula becomes transparent (“Being Here”). 
Fortunately, David Hamelin pop mantras on 
the order of “Everything I Build” (“is breaking 
down”) addicts one to that same love potion 
No. 8V2. “Dinosaurs,” from which the album 
takes its name, cascades minor chords, major 
desire, and mainlining hooks. Production 
seals it all as taut and as giving as speaker 
mesh. No frills rockers such as “Eastern 
Europe” and the leaner “Rooibos/Palm Wine 
Drinkard” careen as crowd-pleasers. Oceans 
Will Rise, but the Stills built a raft.

You & Me (Gigantic Music) 

The Walkmen began 
fierce, fleeting even, 

Hamilton Leithauser 
screaming tantrums, but 
there comes a time when 
life becomes less severe, when it means 
something bigger. The NYC quintet’s fourth 
original effort, You & Me, astounds in its 
strong restraint and classicism. Leithauser 


enunciates (!) through midnight mullings as 
Matt Barrick re-establishes himself as one 
of the most expressive modern-day percus- 
sionists.

Me slumbers along in solemn introspection, 
opener “Donde Esta la Playa” introducing the 
Walkmen’s grownup sound as muddy, vibrant, 
soothing. Hints of jazz and muted guitar (“On 
the Water,” “Canadian Girl”) prove maturity 
where once lay only anger. Glimpses of years 
past (“The Blue Route,” “I Lost You”) boost 
familiarity, but that guttural plea still resides 
in a Waitsian hue through album standouts 
“In the New Year” and “Four Provinces.” The 
Walkmen have solidified their place among 
our memories.

You Cross My Path 
(Cooking Vinyl) 

Shouldn’t there be 
a Charlatans tribute 
band by now, possibly 
dubbed the Snake Oil 
Salesmen or the Band That Would Not Die 
That Was Not Oasis? Whoops, not necessary: 
This 10th studio album from the Norwich, 
England, Brit-psychers pulls double duty 
as its own tribute LP, layering the best bits 
of L.A.-based frontman Tim Burgess’ vast 
back catalog of emotionally disconnected 
couplets atop the band’s trademark soaring 
keyboards and insistently hummable guitars. 
The titular single reflects Burgess’ ongoing 
friendship/collaborations with the Chemical 
Brothers, opening with a acidy barrage of 
electro before segueing into more familiar, 
Pacific Coast Highway rock-out territory, while 
“The Misbegotten” sounds straight off their 
1995 classic, The Charlatans UK. And shiny, 
unhappy uptempo downer “Bad Days” is an 
overproduced pop-rock masterpiece of some 
kind, misery wrapped in treacle. Almost two 
decades on, and the Charlatans apparently 
still can’t fake it. Huzzah! Sob.

heid South Africa, 
striking a contemporary 
chord with its street- 
tough lyricism and psy- 
chedelic folk arrange- 
ments. “Hate Street 
Dialogue,” “Jane S. 

Piddy,” and particularly 
“This Is Not a Song, It’s an Outburst: Or, the 
Establishment Blues” mirror Dylan’s vintage 
spite, poetic but more concretely grounded in 
the struggles of the Motor City. Rodriguez’s 
voice floats easily between Cat Stevens 
(“Forget It”) and Ian Anderson (“Only Good for 
Conversation”), with touches of Arthur Lee, 
while Dennis Coffey and Mike Theodore’s pro- 
duction and arrangements balance bursts of 
bruising distortion and effects, horns, and the 
smooth pop of “I Wonder” and “Like Janis.” 
Opener “Sugar Man” alone should have can- 
onized Rodriguez, the junkie’s lament issued 
through morphine strings atop an acoustic 
strum. A revelation of what could have been.

She Ain’t Me

There’s less twang 
and more pop to Carrie 
Rodriguez’s second solo 
effort, She Ain't Me. Her emerging singer- 
songwriter talents are airbrushed into a pleas- 
ing package with a little of everything but not 
quite enough. Sophomore albums aren’t the 
time to experiment when fans want more of 
what they heard the first time. That said, She 
Ain't Me is filled with gorgeous songs fram- 
ing Rodriguez’s honey voice. Missing here is 
the red-dirt rootsiness that defined her work 
with Chip Taylor and the Americana nuances 
of Seven Angels on a Bicycle. Songs such as 
“Absence” (co-written with Mary Gauthier), 
“Mask of Moses” (with Lucinda Williams sing- 
ing), and “El Dorado” float with confident 
songwriting, but the production and arrange- 
ments are so clean you wish for more tex- 
tures. Here’s hoping that for Rodriguez’s third 
venture, she’ll return to earth, ditch the too- 
fey choruses, and bring her gritty fiddle closer 
to her marvelous voice.

Curtis Mayfield & the Impressions’ chapter 
of music history proliferates as a landmark 
citation even the most educated of fanatics 
might have missed. To the rescue arrives 
Movin' on Up, a three-hour lesson in ground- 
breaking soul as indelible as the very genre 
itself. Despite this two-hour documentary’s 
biographical blinders - important specs 
unfold in detail only in the accompanying DVD 
booklet - its 20 videos preserve Mayfield’s 
buttery croon in tandem with the other two 


Impressions, Fred 
Cash and Sam 
Gooden, and their sky- 
high harmonies that 
turned the Chicago 
trio into the MLKs of 
R&B. “I found myself 
at a very young age 
gifted with the music,” 
explains Mayfield 
(1942-1999). “It was 
all in my head, so I 
could interpret it even though I couldn’t read 
[music]. Which was something brand new for 
the industry. It wasn’t rock & roll. It wasn’t 
gospel. It wasn’t quite contemporary. But it 
was Curtis.” Actually, it was gospel and rock 


& roll and ahead of its time. It was also politi- 
cal through its undying faith and spirituality. 
From first indelible “It’s All Right” and the 
1965 video of the lip-syncing Impressions 
through standards (“People Get Ready”), an 
unbelievable live twofer from The Old Grey 
Whistle Test (“Keep on Keeping On,” “We 
Got to Have Peace”), and finally late-period 
live footage (“We the People Who Are Darker 
Than Blue,” “Superfly,” “Freddie’s Dead,” 
“Pusherman”), Movin' on Up authenticates 
genius. What Stevie Wonder managed on key- 
boards, Mayfield, who was paralyzed onstage 
in 1990 when a lighting rig collapsed on him, 
paralleled on a wah-wah pedal with his pre- 
cious belief in mankind. Consider him chapter 
and verse.

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Terms of Entitlement 

In a growing city, are some citizens more equal than others?

This is our anniversary issue, marking the 
end of our 27th year of publication and the 
beginning of our 28th. Since I started con- 
templating that fact in this column several 
weeks ago, by now the trumpets have been 
blown, the drums pounded, and the confetti 
unleashed. Time to move on. 

In those 27 years, one of the most con- 
sistent ideas expressed by our readers is 
how much better Austin used to be back in 
the day, whatever day that happens to be. 
Sometimes it’s the Sixties, sometimes it’s 
when the Armadillo World Headquarters was 
still around, and, probably most regularly, it’s 
back when this was one of the cheapest places 
in the country to live (not, as it is now, one of 
the most expensive). 

Over the years, since very early on, two 
major variants on what is essentially this 
same theme have been the most recurring 
opinions offered by readers in “Postmarks” 
(in the print edition and online), as well as 
the most commented-on and contributed-to 
threads running in the online Forums. There 
are various shades to these opinions, though 
most are hostile toward the change, so I’m not 
going to nail this exactly. 

The gist of these letters is that: Austin 
is changing (has changed) for the worse. 
Developers, yuppies, Californians, the bour- 
geois, Yankees, carpetbaggers, and the like 
have moved to town, ruining it. This is 
because, even if any of these people ever had 
some kind of reasonable moral and social 
value systems, they are now long broken and 
mostly forgotten. 

They don’t understand Austin, the argu- 
ment continues; they have too much money; 
they spend too much money: As a result, 
too many different professions are both pric- 
ing up to and trying to serve them (and 
therefore become too expensive and really 
cannot be bothered with the real, often 


less wealthy Austinites). The barbarians have 
come, destroying our city. The fault is greedy 
builders, insensitive immigrants, and corrupt, 
useless politicians. 

Which means, accordingly: 

1) Austin is being changed forever, and 
- though it may already be too late - real 
Austinites need to rally together to try to save 
our city. Even though outsiders are causing 
the changes, it is our responsibility as resi- 
dents to fight for Austin’s integrity. 

2) It’s too late: Austin used to be great, but 
it sucks now. Here is a list of the individuals 
or groups that have made it suck. I (whoever 
is making the statement) have not made it 
suck, because I’m a true Austinite. 

The last statement is the most 
crucial, as most writers begin by 
removing themselves from the 
equation. They know that, being 
“real” Austinites, they belong 
here. In rare cases, their families 
have been living here for three 
or four generations. Others claim 
this standing because they came here 
before it was cool - or they’ve come 
more recently but don’t have much money, 
so they are not part of the enemy, or their 
rhythms and values, who they really are, are 
in sync with “pure” Austin. 

Regardless of when or how or why they 
came, they’ve asked their own higher con- 
sciousness for a ruling on who are legitimate 
and who are illegitimate residents. After care- 
ful consideration, the ruling comes down: 
Without bias, it is decided they belong here 
and that “others,” as defined by them, do not 
belong here. 

Many really do believe, though not explic- 
itly, that once they got here or because they 
were born here, the door to Austin should be 
shut as much as possible on all growth and 
definitely on growth that they dislike - no 
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more condos or high-rises or developments. 
They ask, “Why don’t our politicians have 
the backbones to stop this growth rather 
than allowing themselves to be corruptly 
bought off?” 

As with all political matters currently, it is 
more important to make it clear who the bad 
guys to be blamed are than it is to deal with 
or think about the actual complexity of the 
issues. Instead of recognizing the problem as 
not being terribly specific but having to do 
with all of “us” who want to live here, it is 
easy to personify the it. 

Few issues are black and white. Often, 
government literally can’t do what citizens 
demand of it and/or accuse it of being 
corrupt for not doing. There are 
all kinds of restrictions, including 
constitutional guarantees, as well 
as legal and legislative consider- 
ations. All too often, folks offer 
up snap judgments on one major 
development issue or another, 
claiming they are just common 
sense. Usually this involves pre- 
venting any more building. Only, this 
is easier said than done. While almost no 
one wants to be told what to do with his or 
her land, many sure want to dictate to and 
restrict others. 

In Austin, the ongoing traffic jam of so 
many conflicting interests invites gridlock. 
The congestion all too often makes it seem as 
though both government and the process are 
hopelessly damaged. This ignores the reality 
that there are way too many different agendas, 
all aggressively being advanced. 

There is a great contradiction at the very 
heart of our society (and societies like ours). 
There are the social obligations each of us 
has - as a member of not only a greater 
community but one that, in theory at least, 
wishes to empower all citizens equally. Then 


there is individual freedom. There are inher- 
ently conflicting concerns associated with 
these two, as they clearly have dramatically 
contradictory priorities. 

The problem is us, all of us - that there 
are so many of us, all feeling entitled. We do 
feel some kind of obligation to the greater 
community (in varying degrees) while also 
insisting upon our individual rights and 
personal freedoms. 

Which is to say, “Ain’t it strange.” 

Sure, there are insensitive idiots who want 
to build everywhere and greedy developers 
who care more about profit than quality and 
environmental integrity. But there are many 
who are just serving the larger “us,” people 
who want their own homes. There is a large, 
extended “us,” all with somewhat similar 
desires - not a villainous “them,” being every- 
one else but us and our community. 

Many speak up eloquently for the city, its 
values, and its culture. Unfortunately, what 
they are all too often really saying is, “I don’t 
like it (this, that, or the other thing), so it 
shouldn’t be.” 

Then they indulge in the greatest disease that 
has ever invaded the body politic: the assump- 
tion that they speak for the majority of the 
people. Without polling, elections, or any kind 
of study, they somehow know that the majority 
of citizens share the exact same feelings. 

Agnew called it “the Silent Majority.” This 
happens when a person or persons are con- 
vinced that there is a vast community of 
disenfranchised citizens sharing their exact 
same beliefs who have become too discour- 
aged from public participation and protest 
because politicians don’t listen to them, while 
corrupt, powerful people behind the scenes 
run everything. 

Since there is this perceived unity, rather 
than just speaking for themselves, they posi- 
tion themselves as spokespeople for the major- 
ity. Part of this mantra is the belief that there 
are no significant differences between the two 
political parties, which is the ideal excuse 
to dream of bigger revolutionary changes 
while not getting involved in the constitution- 
ally mandated, complicated, and deliberately 
slow-moving process.

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“What was once a gentleman’s hobby among a few dozen enthusiasts at the 
turn of the 20th century,” wrote The New York Times in July, “has evolved 


into a multimillion-dollar industry,” namely, collecting strands of hair of 
famous people. Mastro Auctions of Chicago sells 100,000 dollars’ worth of 
hair a year, and in October, a tuft of Che Guevara’s went for $119,500 (and 
John Lennon’s recently for $48,000). Westport, Conn., Americana dealer 
John Reznikoff (who owns strands of Lincoln’s, Washington’s, Napoleon’s, and 
Beethoven’s) appraised Britney Spears’ locks (after her 2007 head-shaving) 
at “only” $3,500. Reznikoff told the Times that, while he advertises his trade 
in books and autographs, the hair is low-key: “I’m concerned clients might 
not take me seriously if they see me selling a lock of Charles Dickens’ hair.” 


THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

As Denton Pizza Patron employee 
Stephanie Martinez complied with a dis- 
guised robber’s demand for money at clos- 
ing in July, a co-worker jumped the man, 
knocked him down, and began beating on 
him. As the robber’s sunglasses and wig 
fell off, Martinez recognized him: “Don’t hit 
him again! That’s my dad!” Police later 
charged Stephanie’s father, mother, and 
husband with the attempted robbery, con- 
cluding that Stephanie had been kept com- 
pletely in the dark about the heist. 

Made for Law & Order : David Steffen was 
convicted in Cincinnati in 1983 of murder- 
ing a 19-year-old woman and sentenced to 
death because the jury found that he also 
raped her, a violation that was an added 
devastation to her parents. Steffen con- 
fessed to the killing but vehemently pro- 
tested for almost a quarter-century that he 
did not rape her, and, finally, a 2007 DNA 
test of semen backed him up, disturbing 
the family even more (and calling Steffen’s 
death sentence into question). In July 
2008, the prosecutor learned that the DNA 
belonged to 55-year-old Kenneth Douglas, 
who is not a suspect in the murder but who 
was a morgue assistant in 1982 when the 
woman’s body arrived and, said the prose- 
cutor, he had sex with it. Though the stat- 
ute of limitations likely prevents prosecut- 


ing Douglas, the woman’s parents seemed 
somewhat comforted that, after all, their 
daughter was a virgin. 

Among the losers in the recent housing 
crash was the Shire in Bend, Ore., which 
was to be a village of 31 homes in the style 
of those in The Lord of the Rings series, 
with (according to a report in Bend’s The 
Bulletin) “unique stonework, artificial 
thatched roofs, terraced gardens and a net- 
work of streams and ponds with a pathway 
leading to what’s called The Ring Bearer’s 
Court.’” One of the only two houses com- 
pleted has a “hobbit hole” for storing gar- 
den supplies. Developer Ron Meyers said 
he hopes the new owner will respect the 
concept. 

Nevada Political Babylon: Greg Nance, 

49, resigned from the State Board of 
Education in August after complaints about 
his ignoring a policy discussion at a public 
meeting by cooing with his new, 20-year-old 
wife of 12 days. (When a colleague com- 
plained that the woman should not have 
been seated with Nance at the board table, 
Nance replied, “Bite me.”) Nance’s replace- 
ment will be named by Gov. Jim Gibbons, 
whose approval rating hovers in the 20% 
range, in part because of rumors of woman- 
izing. Gibbons filed for divorce in May, but 
his wife of 22 years has refused to leave 
the Governor’s Mansion, and, instead, 
Gibbons has moved out. 


FAMILY VALUES 

Former British glamour model Jayne 
Bennington, 31, says she spends the equiv- 
alent of $600 a month on treatments and 
frills to make her daughter Sasha, 11, into 
the beauty queen she almost was herself, 
according to a July profile in London’s Daily 
Mail. However, Mom has done such a good 
job that Sasha can’t get work because she 
no longer looks like a child. Asked her self- 
assessment by a BBC documentary crew, 
Sasha responded, “Blond, pretty, dumb, 

[but] I don’t need brains.” (At that, Mom 
roared with laughter.) 

Blood Is Thicker: In Bihar, India, a man 
was charged with having his father killed a 
day before retirement so that the son might 
“inherit” his government job via the tradi- 
tional family-hardship policy. (If Dad had 
retired, the regular hiring process would 
have been used to find a replacement.) 

CRIME PAYS 

Kenneth Moore, 49, admitted that he 
was the one who shot his friend Darrel 
Benner to death in 1995 during a beer- 
drinking binge, in front of two witnesses, in 
Piketon, Ohio, but an appeals court later 
ruled that he was entitled to a new trial 
because prosecutors had withheld evi- 
dence. At a new trial, with memories failing, 
Moore was found not guilty. State law thus 
calls Moore’s nine-plus years served 
“wrongful imprisonment,” entitling him to 
compensation, and in July, the Ohio Court 
of Claims approved a payment of more than 
$500,000 (plus legal fees) for Moore’s hav- 
ing pulled the trigger that night. 

UNCLEAR ON THE CONCEPT 

1) Landlord Richard Ott, 30, was arrest- 
ed in Newark, Del., in August after he final- 
ly snapped in anger at his tenants, who 
were behind in their rent. According to 
police, Ott hopped into his Hummer in the 
middle of the night and crashed into the 
tenants’ front door. 2) In July, a guest at 
the Delta Beausejour hotel in Moncton, 
New Brunswick, had a morning court date 
that he had been stalling on for a while, 
and as the clock ticked down, he decided 
to beg off once again and asked the 
hotel’s concierge to go deal with the judge. 
(The judge told the concierge to inform his 
“client” that he had just been found guilty 
on all counts.) 

CHUTZPAH! 

Philadelphia Traffic Court Judge Willie 
Singletary has been facing charges since 
April from the state Judicial Conduct 
Board based on a 2007 political appear- 
ance. At a meeting of motorcyclists, 
Singletary was captured on video begging 
for campaign donations by asking, “You’re 
all going to need me in traffic court; am I 
right about that?”

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Stonehenge has been mesmerizing humans since it was built some 4,500 years ago. Is it any 
wonder that a replica of the world’s most famous prehistoric structure on the campus of the 
University of Texas of the Permian Basin in Odessa would attract more than a little attention? 

Instead of towering above the featureless Salisbury Plain in southern England, the Odessa 
Stonehenge sticks out among the strip malls of this oil town. The massive blocks blend with the 
sunburned brown of the desert and are covered with mesquite bushes on one side. On the other 
side, the replica sits in contrast with our society’s monuments of a Home Depot, OfficeMax, and 
Starbucks. Perhaps centuries from now, historians will be baffled by the purpose of these perfectly 
aligned stones. 

The project began several years ago as a dream among three friends, as Chris Stanley, chairman 
of UTPB’s Department of Humanities and Fine Arts, informed the press after the Permian Basin 
Stonehenge was built. Professor Stanley told his friend Dick Gillham, a retired contractor, about 
having art students make models of the original Stonehenge. 

There is no telling how much liquid creativity flowed as the two conjured up a plan to bring 
Stonehenge to West Texas. The idea gained traction when Connie Edwards, owner of a local rock 
quarry and another Stonehenge fan, offered to provide the rocks. 

The University of Texas System Board of Regents approved the project, and the stones were set 
in the summer of 2004. The replica takes up a little more than a quarter acre next to the art build- 
ing and re-creates Stonehenge as it stands today. The horizontal dimensions match the original’s 
footprint, but the height of the Texas version is only 70% of the English version. The tallest stone 
of the prehistoric relic is 22 feet, and the Odessa replica tops out at 19 feet. 

The local version is made of a cream-colored limestone that is pockmarked with fossils and 
shells left by the shallow sea that once covered much of Texas. To trim costs, each vertical piece 
was made from two 20- to 40-ton blocks instead of one 50- to 90-ton block. The vertical columns 
that are missing their massive horizontal lintels are complete with tenons, just like the original. 

Scientists estimate that the original was constructed over a 2,000-year period and was aban- 
doned around 1500BC. It took modern technology about six weeks to complete the concrete foun- 
dation and position the 44 stones. Both Stonehenges are aligned with the summer solstice sunrise 
and the winter solstice sunset. 

The Permian Basin Stonehenge is off 42nd Street in northeastern Odessa. Besides being a 
roadside attraction that is dramatically lit at night, the replica is a classroom prop for art, architec- 
ture, math, and history students. There is no charge to walk around the monument.

Bryan Clay. Does that name mean anything 
to you? No, I didn’t think so. But Clay, 28, is the 
greatest athlete on the planet. 


There was a time when 
that statement wouldn’t 
have been taken as a mat- 
ter of opinion. It would 
have been an incontest- 
able fact. Clay’s face would 
have been everywhere. 

On the cover of Sports 
Illustrated. On Wheaties 
boxes. Now my guess is 
that 90% of Americans 
don’t even know Clay’s 
name, and I can’t blame 
them. I had to Google the 
phrase “2008 Olympic 
Decathlon Champion” to 
come up with Clay, who 
was born in Austin but now 
lives in Hawaii. 

I had, of course, been 4 
keeping up with the track 
and field events in Beijing 

- or trying to, anyway. To 
my mind, the decathlon is 

the premier Olympic competition, a 
complete test of pure athleticism. 
But the executives at NBC didn’t 
agree. Evidently, their assiduous 
market testing had determined that 
what viewers really want to watch, 
night after night, over and over and 
over again, is men’s synchronized 
diving. In fact, I never managed 
to catch a single decathlon event 

- not the 100-meter sprint, the dis- 
cus, or the long jump, all of which 
Clay won, finishing with 8,791 total 
points, just ahead of silver medal- 
ist Andrei Krauchanka of Belarus 
and bronze medalist Leonel 
Suarez of Cuba, becoming the first 
American since 1996 to win the 
event. Austin’s Trey Hardee failed 
to finish the last three events 

of the competition. 

Clay’s achievement 
should be a big deal. That 
it’s not says a lot about 
the confused nature of 
celebrity in American cul- 
ture. The advent of modern 
sports gave men, and more lately 
women, venues for actually winning 
the sort of prestige that had come 
to others only through accidents of 
birth. That still happens, of course 

- witness Michael Phelps or 
Jamaica’s Usain Bolt. But as the 
historian Daniel Boorstin once

pointed out 30 years ago, all too 
often the qualities that now “make 
a man or woman into a ‘nationally 
advertised’ brand are in fact a new 
category of human emptiness.” 
(Exhibit A: Paris Hilton. Exhibit B: 
George W. Bush.) 

Apparently postmodernists all, 
we’re cool with that, and Bruce 
Jenner is just whistling in the wind 
when he asserts that an Olympic 
decathlon winner deserves our 
culture’s highest praise. Michael 
Phelps is the greatest swimmer 
ever. Michael Jordan, the greatest 
basketball player ever. But neither, 
said Jenner, is or was the greatest 
athlete on the planet, for the rea- 
son they simply couldn’t complete 
a decathlon. “They’d die,” Jenner 
told Sports Illustrated. 

“They’d make no money, 
they’d train eight hours 
a day in virtual isolation, 
there’d be no hype, no 
nothing.” 

We can disagree with 
Jenner - and perhaps should. 
That’s half the fun of being a sports 
fan, arguing about these things. But 
even if we have other ideas about 
what defines overall athletic suprem- 
acy, we should still take a moment 
to celebrate Clay’s achievement with 
more than an indifferent shrug.

Mothers of Invention 

The Hideout Theatre, through Sept. 13

Before there was a Long Center or a Frost Bank Tower, even 
before First Street was named for Cesar Chavez, Laura Poe 
studied theatre at the University of Texas and acted locally. 




Eventually, she moved on to New York City 
and making movies with Tommy Lee Jones 
(The Good Old Boys) and Matt Damon and 
Billy Bob Thornton (All the Pretty Horses). 

But for a short time, she has returned to 
her old hometown to present her one-woman 
show, Mothers of Invention. 

You’ve heard the phrase “ripped from the 
headlines”? Well, Mothers of Invention isn’t 
exactly ripped from the headlines, but that’s 
only because, for whatever reason, geneti- 
cally engineered foods haven’t made head- 
lines. Unless you adhere to a strict low-on- 
the-food-chain diet, you consume these man- 
made delectations every day. And whether 
the possibility that genetically engineered 
foods can make you happier or smarter or 
give you hallucinations actually exists or not, 
it certainly makes a great jumping-off point 
for a story. 

Which is exactly how Poe uses it for her 
tale about KaChings, chips manufactured 
from genetically engineered Sunshine Happy 
potatoes, and the effect they have on a par- 
ticular junk-food junkie. Poe not only wrote 
the show; she portrays all six characters in 
it, playing Midwesterners and Southerners, 
channeling Annette Bening in American 
Beauty, ice queen Martha Stewart, a Larry 
King look-alike, and, most surprisingly, a big- 
breasted blond beauty in whom you cannot 
detect the slightest hint of Laura Poe. 

While it’s tempting to say she morphs 
effortlessly from character to character, it 
would be a misrepresentation. Poe only 


plays three of the characters live; she por- 
trays the other three on videos interspersed 
between the live scenes. Poe credits no 
fewer than four editors in her program (an 
entertainment all its own), and the videos 
include delightful animated commercials 
by Molly Light. Poe uses the videos both 
to (hilariously) advance the story and to 
cover the costume changes that assist in 
her expert portrayals, all of which she plays 
at breakneck speed. Which makes sense 
because the show is satire of the lowest 
order. And I mean that in only the most com- 
plimentary way. 

I feel compelled to admit that I had a 
problem with Poe’s script. More often than 
not in the live scenes, Poe speaks and 
responds to unseen, unheard characters - 
an “invisible character” kind of acting I’ve 
always found inherently awkward. I mean, 
there’s nobody there, for crying out loud! 

But while it takes some getting used to, 

Poe always manages to make you believe 
there actually is someone there, especially 
when she’s talking on the phone. So go to 
experience breakneck satire with the highest 
social conscience. Go to experience as fine 
a piece of versatile acting as you’ll see any- 
where in Austin - or the rest of the country, 
for that matter. Go to learn the mysteries 
of Sheeze (the origin of which I would never 
divulge). But mostly, go to welcome back 
this daughter of Austin theatre, who is quite 
the mother of invention all by herself.

There is a 
dark-haired 
Alice with a car- 
toonish English 
accent playing 
straight man to 
Wonderland at 
the City Theatre. 

Her perspec- 
tive is ours. She 
is thrust into 
a world where 
everyone is mad, 
and, like we 
might, she contin- 
ues to seek logic 
in the nonsense. 

Wonderland infuriates 
Alice, but at the same 
time, she is falling 
madly in love. 

The strength of City 
Theatre’s production of 
Alice in Wonderland is 
the individual charac- 
ters. As each one pops on stage, it feels like an aspect of Lewis Carroll’s imagination has 
come to life. The play follows the episodic structure of the books. Alice moves through the 
world, encountering ever madder crews. The ensemble of actors has made clear and often 
hilarious choices, from physical life to wacky voices. The costumes, designed and gathered 
by Jessi Brill, embellish the cohesive and larger-than-life world. The make-up, conceived by 
Fiona Rene, is intricate and gorgeous. Stacey Glazer and Andy Berkovsky work together to 
stage and direct this original adaptation complete with song. The musical numbers are a 

combination of original lyrics by Berkovsky and 
music from well-known composers such as 
Cole Porter and Irving Berlin. 

The cast is strong across the board. 
Everyone seems to delight in the world of 
the play. Casey McAuliffe’s 100-watt grin 
is perfectly suited to her sensual and laid- 
back Cheshire Puss. Other standouts are Liz 
Roark’s Tweedledee, Rene’s Caterpillar, and 
Nathan Brockett’s Mad Hatter. When the entire 
ensemble of 23 actors comes together for a trial under orders from the Queen of Hearts, 
it is a buffet of quirks. Unfortunately, the singing is not as strong as the acting. The show 
does not get the lift it wants from the songs, which are mostly underwhelming. Alice in 
Wonderland runs into trouble when it descends from delectable chaos to shrieking chaos. 
There are too many moments when no single actor can be heard over the collective noise. 
The character of Alice also gets lost over the course of the play. At the beginning, actor 
Nicole Sykes wears Alice well. Her precociousness and curiosity set the play on a fun path. 
However, as she is tossed from scene to scene, Sykes falls into the trap of straight-man 
mugging. Rolling eyes and pouting take the place of wondering in Wonderland. 

City Theatre’s production is a reminder of how totally dark Wonderland can get. The scene 
where the Cook and the Duchess are smacking a pig wrapped in a baby blanket is like 
something from The Shining. The Mock Turtle’s existential ponderings and puns float far 
above the heads of a younger crowd. But that dichotomy of darkness and light makes for 
high-quality family theatre. The night I saw the show, two young girls in the front row were 
delighted with the twists and turns of the visual feast before them. Meanwhile, the adults 
were able to enjoy the satirical journey. 

This Alice in Wonderland is a straight-up and well-executed adaptation of Lewis Carroll’s 
book. The wild happenings have been staged with simple acts of theatrical imagination. As 
the story ends, the narrator tells Alice it is time to go. All the characters turn their backs to 
her, and she looks very sorry to leave them. A ballad is sung to her departure. It is a lovely 
way to stage the waking-up-from-a-dream device. City Theatre’s production leaves the audi- 
ence in that bittersweet moment after a good dream and before full consciousness.

D: Courtney Hunt; with Melissa Leo, 
Misty Upham, Michael O’Keefe, Charlie 
McDermott, Mark Boone Jr., James 
Reilly. (R, 97 min.) 

In upstate New 
York near the 
Canadian border, Ray 
Eddy (Leo) and her 
family eke out a 
meager existence, 
although it’s true that 
life’s demands are 
also eking out the 



Eddy family nickel by nickel. Ray works part- 
time at the local dollar store even though her 
pip-squeak boss refuses to put her on full- 
time; she feeds her two boys popcorn and 
Tang for meals until the next paycheck 
comes along; her greatest ambition is to 
replace her family’s tiny trailer home with a 
nice doublewide. Yet even that dream of 
upward mobility crumbles at the film’s start 
when she realizes that her gambling-addicted 
husband (never seen on film) has absconded 
with the down payment and their beat-up old 
car. The snowy, gray, hardscrabble setting 
provides a fitting match for Ray’s emotional 
core, which seems protected from complete 
erosion by brambles as wild and untamed as 
the tangle of hair on her head. Eventually, 
she discovers the car abandoned by her hus- 
band at a bingo hall on the Mohawk reserva- 
tion, a discovery that brings her into contact 
with Lila (Upham), who has assumed posses- 
sion of the vehicle. A taciturn, trailer-dwelling 
Mohawk woman, Lila has designs on using 
the car to transport illegal immigrants across 
the frozen St. Lawrence River from Canada 
to the bordering reservation, which is off-lim- 
its to any law enforcement but the tribal 
authority. (Based on real patterns of human 
smuggling in the area, the film also earns 
distinction for its uncommon attention to bor- 
der crossings that don’t involve the Rio 
Grande.) Lila sees the potential in using a 
white woman to drive the car and tricks Ray 
into performing the deed, but once Ray 
grasps what’s going on, she sees only the 
dollar signs and the chance to buy each of 


her kids a Christmas present. The center- 
piece action of the movie becomes the 
treacherous journeys across the frozen ice, 
where one false move could sink them forev- 
er into the bowels of the earth, leaving 
behind no trace of themselves but their bad 
credit. These sequences are tense, eerie, go- 
for-broke acts of courage driven by despera- 
tion. Not an ounce of sentimentality or weak- 
ness is evident in these sequences or any- 
where else in the movie until the final 
denouement on Christmas Eve. Credit these 
two actresses, especially the amazing Leo, 
for capturing the emotional austerity of these 
characters without obscuring their humanity. 
Leo, best known for her role as Sgt. Kay 
Howard on TV’s Homicide and astonishing 
supporting turns in The Three Burials of 
Melquiades Estrada and 21 Grams, here 
proves her ability to carry an entire movie 
and make us yearn for more. Frozen River 
grew out of a short film director Hunt made 
with the same actresses and subject mat- 
ter, so the finished feature surely benefits 
from its long fermentation process. It 
received the Grand Jury Prize at the 2008 
Sundance Film Festival. If this description 
makes the film sound like some bleakly 
Marxist “women’s” film, note that none 
other than Sundance dramatic jury member 
Quentin Tarantino has waxed rhapsodic on 
the merits of this film. Frozen River skates 
matter-of-fact I y on thin ice. (See “ The Heat 
Is On p.49, for an interview with Melissa

BABYLON A.D . D: Mathieu Kassovitz; 

with Vin Diesel, Michelle Yeoh, Gerard Depardieu, 
Charlotte Rampling, Mark Strong, Melanie Thierry, Radek 
Bruna, Joel Kirby. (PG-13, 90 min.) 

Adapted from the novel Babylon Babies by 
French cyberpunk author, musician, and all- 
around agit-provocateur Maurice G. Dantec, 
Babylon A.D. looks and feels like it’s part of an 
emerging trend in the apocalyptic sci-fi action- 
er escapades. That trend takes cyberpunky 
storylines and places them within a post-9/11 
near-future (and frequently European setting) 
and then merges a streetwise sort of Bondian 
globe-trotting with a race against time to 
save an already worthless world. Revelation, 
redemption, and cute offspring ensue. I call 
it (sneeringly, natch) the “New Nihilism,” 
but, to be fair, it’s really just the old, Franco- 
Prussian existential angst hole ratcheted up 
and dumbed down for our not so brave new 
world. Dead, black, and blue replaces the 
now-obsolete red, white, and blue, and terror 
is the default norm from Texas to Timbuktu. 
Into this template strides Diesel’s Toorop, a 
semihonorable monster, a killer with a code, a 
moral compass pointing due death. (In a wit- 
tily exploitive touch, we first meet the big lug 
in his dingy, heavily fortified Eastern Bloc con- 
do-squat, as he sits down to enjoy a leisurely 
dinner of neighborhood cat and Cabernet 
Sauvignon.) Kassovitz (who has publicly dis- 
avowed the finished film) knows the necessity 
of momentum in nihilistic shoot-’em-ups and 
allows his film roughly two minutes of breath- 
ing room before storm troopers flash-bang 
their way into Toorop’s hovel and spirit him 
off to a meeting with a sinister Russian nose- 
extension prosthetic (behind which, absurdly, 
can be glimpsed Depardieu). The nose - 
Gorsky is its name - contracts Toorop to 
smuggle a sexy, Ukrainian nun/orphan (played 
with pouty lip by French actress Thierry) from 
the Cacausus to the Bering Strait and through 
Canada to New York City. Also along for the 
journey is the ever-exceptional Yeoh, as the 
convent’s resident martial arts expert. Yeoh 
is the most serious aspect of a decidedly silly 
movie, and her scenes resonate old-school 
cool. She drips class like other action stars 
sweat testosterone, and this film is the bet- 
ter for it, if only a little. Diesel essentially 
reprises his XXX and Riddick characters, 
and the film feels similarly functional and 
not especially original. It’s not a great action 
dustup by any means: An out-of-nowhere, jar- 
ringly optimistic denouement runs completely 
counter to everything that has come before, 
for one thing. And, too, there’s the much- 
publicized fact that the director has referred 
to the release cut as “pure violence and 
stupidity ... like a bad episode of 24,” which 
sounds to me more like a personal grudge 
than an accurate assessment, since the film 
isn’t anywhere near as enveloping as a bad 
episode of 24. Nevertheless, it’s a dumb but 
efficient late-summer entertainment engine 
that nicely gentrifies plenty of ugly Eastern 
Bloc architecture via fireballs, unborn psychic 
cyber-twins, and Diesel’s patented, snarly 
snark attack. - Marc Savlov

I have lived in Austin for the better part 
of my life and resided not 50 feet shy of 
Sixth Street, Austin’s increasingly feral 
nightlife epicenter-cum-love pit/vomitorium, 
for the worse part of a decade. Actually, it’s 
kinda fun: Whenever we feel our voyeuristic 
tendencies kicking in, my friends and I can 
enjoy a virtually invisible second-story alley 
view of young (and not-so-young) Austin 
in all its hedonistic overload, from cringe- 
worthy quick lubes atop filthy Downtown 
Dumpsters to the crazed-weasel consump- 
tion of pretty much every controlled sub- 
stance this side of Hunter S. Thompson’s 
Las Vegas. Fear and loathing? Sometimes, 
sure, but mostly we just lob water balloons 
at the edgier, crackier, tweak-binger types, 
and they flee (stagger, shamble, collapse) 
in terror from what appears to be a wrathful 
deity with a totally retarded sense of humor. 
Mostly. Speaking of totally retarded senses 
of humor, director Hagan and screenwrit- 
ers Dan Callahan and Adam Ellison have 
scored big-time in the Suckiest Rip-Off of 
Superbad Ever department with their excru- 
tiatingly unfunny debut feature, College, a 
film so persistently loud and annoying that 
it single-handedly makes the case for drug- 
ging yourself with a roofie, Nembutal, and 
GHB cocktail (add bitters to taste) prior to 
entering the theatre. High school buddies 
Kevin, Carter, and Morris (Bell, Caldwell, 
and Covais playing the “normal,” “fat,” 
and “nerd” archetypes) head off to explore 
the fabled land of beer, babes, and body 
shots - aka Fieldmont University, aka FU. 
Gawking at bare-boobied hotties and egging 
one another on with plenty of uninspiredly 
homophobic anti-humor, the hormone-addled 
trio falls under the spell of evil frat-thing 
Teague (Zano), who subjects them to a 
variety of creative hazings after he discov- 
ers that Kevin and his own bang du jour 
have hit it off. Only National Lampoon's 
Van Wilder can save them now, but, sadly 
for Ryan Reynolds fans, he’s definitely, 
maybe busy on the back nines, smokin’ 
aces and waiting for a proposal. Ditto that 
for Bluto Blutarski and any vengeful nerds 
anywhere. College, which isn’t like any col- 
lege I’ve ever enrolled in or been kicked 
out of (more than you’d think, I’d wager), 
mines the classics ( National Lampoon's 
Animal House), the underrated (PCU), the

There’s no nice way to say this, so I’ll 
just say it: Writer/di rectors Friedberg and 
Seltzer are a scourge. They’re a plague on 
our cinematic landscape, a national shame, 
a danger to our culture, a typhoon-sized 
natural disaster disguised as a filmmak- 
ing team, a Hollywood monster wreaking 
havoc on the minds of America’s youth 
and setting civilization back thousands of 
years. This is exactly why they’re so suc- 
cessful: The brains behind such intellectual 
vacuums as Meet the Spartans, Epic Movie, 
and Date Movie and contributers on all 
four - four! - Scary Movies are just smart 
enough to take advantage of one of the 
great immutable truths about the American 
public: If you never stop assuming the 
worst about us, we’ll never stop giving you 
our money. So that’s what they do: They 
degrade, and we pay - like a bunch of saps 
getting fleeced at a carnival. I’m not even 
sure where to begin talking about Disaster 
Movie, except to say that a year and a half 
ago I nearly went blind watching Epic Movie, 
and yet somehow this one is worse. It fol- 
lows the decade-old Movie formula like a 
papal decree: Trot out dozens and dozens 
of insignificant, up-to-the-minute pop-culture 
references; mock them mercilessly but 
without wit (apparently the mere act of 
parroting celebrities and movie scripts is 
enough to qualify as satire these days); 
string them together with a gossamer-thin 
storyline; mix in scatological “humor” and 
countless acts of sadism; and stir for an 
hour and a half. Collect check. Repeat. 
Forget that the celebrities and movies 
being parodied have been parodies from 
the beginning and are therefore beyond par- 
ody. Forget that mocking Amy Winehouse 
and High School Musical and Michael 
Jackson is as redundant as mocking 


boy bands or weight-loss reality-TV game 
shows or professional wrestling. Forget 
that Friedberg and Seltzer and Lionsgate 
distribution should be sued for plagiarism 
and artistic larceny and copyright infringe- 
ment and whatever else we can think of. 
Forget it all. Because it won’t make a bit of 
difference. As long as there are audiences 
willing to pay money to have shit shov- 
eled down their throats, the Movie- movie 
machine will keep rolling out new models. 
Spy Movie, for example, is already slated 
for a 2009 release, to be followed, I’m 
guessing, by Psychological Thriller Movie, 
Fatal-Disease Domestic Drama Movie, Silent 
German Expressionism Movie, and, eventu- 
ally, Spoof Movie, each more cynical and 
misanthropic than the last, and each a 
printer of dirty money.

THE LITTLE RED TRUCK

For most reasonable people, attempting 
to get a group of elementary school kids 
to produce an hourlong musical in only six 
days is a prescription for catastrophe. 

How could it not be, with all those lines to 
memorize, melodies to learn, sets to build, 
choreography to forget, faces to wash, 
shoes to tie, and Ritalin pills to consume? 
But to the drama teachers at the Missoula 
Children’s Theatre, introducing children to 
the joys of musical theatre in under a 
week is something to be celebrated rather 
than avoided. This is because they are 
crazy. Every year the theatre sends dozens 
of teachers (aspiring actors all) to small 
towns and big cities all over the country, 
the idea being that in light of the nation- 
wide decline in school funding for perform- 
ing-arts programs, an entire generation of 
Americans is growing up without the bene- 
fits - be they creative, social, or psycho- 
logical - of working together in a group to 
create something artistic. The Little Red 
Truck, a documentary bursting with good 
intentions, follows a few of these teachers 
to learn exactly how in the world one man- 
ages to corral children onto a stage, much 
less turn them into budding Liza Minnellis 
and Mandy Patinkins. I suppose it would 
take a heart of stone to come down too 
hard on a movie about little kids finding 
happiness and confidence in artistic 
expression - especially when you consider 
that some of them have overcome gang 
violence, parental indifference, and even 
blindness to take part - but that doesn’t 
change the fact that The Little Red Truck

From Hands on a Hard Body to an 89-min- 
ute ogling of another hard body: It boggles 
the mind that 11 years after his engrossing 
documentary about an endurance competition 
to win a truck in Longview, Texas, filmmaker 
Bindler has channeled his talents into this 
regrettable comedy starring McConaughey 
in board shorts and nothing else (and occa- 
sionally even less, as in a tongue-in-cheek 

- remember the bongos? - cutaway to an in- 
the-buff McConaughey blowing a didgeridoo). 
He plays surfer Steve Addington, who’s like 
some Rousseauistic wild child - his vocabu- 
lary only extends so far as women, weed, 
and the almighty wave. After a successful 
world tour, Addington returns home to Malibu 
to find his management has sold him off to 
a slimy CEO who’s keen on exploiting him in 
various late-Nineties-feeling schemes, such 
as a Real World-WWe reality show and as the 
lead character in a first-person immersion 
video game. Surfer ; Dude looks quite lovely: 
Cinematographer Elliot Davis (who also shot 
the tangentially related - but vastly superior 

- Lords of Dogtown) ably works a sun-dappled 
Seventies surf aesthetic, though that sophis- 
tication jars with the overall crudeness of the 
production. The film has several seemingly 
endless shots of bare breasts at a pool party 
that might have made sense late night on 
Skinemax or in a Porky's film - and, really, 
one wishes Surfer ; Dude had the same silly 
joie de vivre of an Eighties comedy and not 
this ponderous and unfunny soul-speak about 
surf. It simply doesn’t transmit the exhilaration 
of the sport or the lifestyle; in fact, watching 
an addled Addington, his brain a terrain of 
scorched earth, exhale “duuuuuuude” as he 
rides by a girl right off a Hawaiian Tropic bottle,

AMERICAN TEEN D: Nanette Burstein. 
(PG-13, 95 min.) 

We used to fret over the extent to which a 
filmmaker’s presence altered the nature of that 
which was under observation. American Teen 
shows us that we really need to pay more atten- 
tion to the ways in which the media-sawy of the 
subjects can shape the outcome of the observa- 
tion. The teens of Warsaw, Ind., the town in which 
Burstein ’s documentary is set, were born into the 
era of reality TV, the Internet, and instant celebri- 
ty. The five high school seniors Burstein chooses 
as her main subjects could have come straight 
from Central Casting - or The Breakfast Club: 

They are the princess, jock, rebel, heartthrob, 
and geek. From the outset, it’s necessary to ask 
if these students are a truly representative lot 
or whether they’re stereotypes that fit Burstein ’s 
preconceptions. Burstein ultimately tells us noth- 
ing about senior year in the heartland of America 
that we didn’t already know. However, the film’s 
revelations about our media-soaked society are 
revelatory.

There’s no question there’s a good drama lurk- 
ing somewhere in this true story of how the wines 
of Northern California shattered France’s oeno- 
logical hauteur in a blind taste-testing in 1976. 
However, director and co-writer Miller, a veteran of 
TV sitcoms and sitcomlike feature films, is flat- 
footed and plodding in all the places he should 
be swift and sparkling and too unspecific and 
generalizing when it comes to the dimensionality 
of the characters.

I’m not sure that Evelyn Waugh, a Roman 
Catholic convert, would have endorsed this accom- 
plished adaptation of his 1945 novel about the pre-

ing the other. Goode plays the lowborn, aspiring 
painter Charles Ryder, a role originated by Jeremy 
Irons in the 1981 miniseries. New to Oxford, 
Charles is unformed and attention-starved, but 
very quickly he becomes the pet of Lord Sebastian 
Flyte (Whishaw). Brideshead Revisited becomes a 
far more interesting picture when it puts the col- 
legial frolicking aside to explore the insidious sway 
of Sebastian’s homestead of Brideshead, which 
is as much an idea as it is a house. The film, a 
distinctly secular take on Waugh’s religiosity, is 
far more interested in the battle of blind faith vs. 
rigid unbelief and its devastating effects. Herein, 
everyone is complicated - by their station, their 
philosophy, their God - and everyone is complicit.

Sacrifices must be made, because that’s what 
heroes do. Or so goes the nihilistic logic behind The 
Dark Knight, a grim little parable on the wages of sin 
and the high cost of redemption. It’s impossible to 
view Nolan’s extravagantly dour film through anything 
but the prism of Ledger’s death. His Joker is the sort 
of convoluted, densely layered characterization that 
gets nominated for awards come Oscar time. It’s a 
pity, then, that when taken as a whole, this 2V2-hour 
film is such a stuffy downer. It’s jam-packed with 
flawlessly designed set-pieces and skulduggery, sure, 
but it’s also shrouded in grim portent, overlaid with a 
filigree of despair, and, for good measure, covered in 
a patina of dire consequence. In short, it’s a Batman 
for the new age of anxiety. There’s something intan- 
gible missing from this Dark Knight. For all its thrum 
and thunder, Nolan’s film feels chilly and ill at ease.

In its day, the original Death Race 2000 was a 
trenchantly subversive - and very American - film. 
This new Death Race is equally revelatory, although 
what it reveals is not a simmering sense of societal 
outrage but the exact opposite. It also shows widely 
loathed director/writer Anderson to be an even worse 
filmmaker than his resume suggests (most recently, 
he helmed the excreable AVP: Alien vs. Predator). 
Anderson takes the bare-bones concept of cars and 
drivers engaged in state-sanctioned slaughter and 
reduces it to dull, gladiatorial combat safely taking 
place behind Terminal Island’s penitentiary walls. 
Adding insult to vehicular homicide is Anderson’s 
dead-awful eye for action sequences; this film has 
more aggressively disorienting swoops and zooms 
than a pigeon on acid, but it’s not nearly as fascinat- 
ing. Anderson has neutered the outrageously trans- 
gressive original and completely stripped the story 
of its pointedly political social satire, making this 
Death Race one of the most boring drags of all time.

Then people could take the myth and make 
films.” Gonzo, the first film to celebrate this myth 
since he committed suicide, is also the first to try 
to put Thompson’s enormous, egocentric, violent, 
patriotic, insatiable, schizophrenic life into context. 
And though director Gibney and his brilliant cast 
of interviewees do their best to humanize a man 
known as a “walking monument to misbehavior,” 
there’s a nagging sense throughout Gonzo that 
Thompson was too complex to ever fit onscreen - 
especially in a movie aiming for “objectivity,” which 
was, for Thompson, the worst of all possible words.

The maxim “Do unto others as you would have 
them do unto you” may strike some as hokey, 
but it still seems the best rule of thumb for living 
among other people. Two accompanying thoughts 
help further define this basic guideline: 

Speak for yourself, say what you want, express 
any opinion, but do not take on the unelected 
role of spokesperson. 

Do not damn, demonize, and degrade those 
with whom you disagree or, more correctly, 
those who don’t agree with you. As soon as any 
group dehumanizes those whose ideas are differ- 
ent from its own, it creates the first step toward 
genocide. Lest that seem too dramatic, consider 
that when we feel morally superior and more 
righteously motivated than other people, we 
stop listening to them, guaranteeing that, even if 
there is a resolution, it won’t be permanent. 

In this context, the actual conflicting ideas and 
ideologies are not nearly as important as the atti- 
tude that insists those with different views are evil 
and dangerous. This belief eliminates the idea that 
they are principled and well-intentioned, though 
possessing different world-views and/or moral val- 
ues and/or religious beliefs and/or political ideas. 

I do not believe that any person, people, or 
group is in possession of the “truth.” There 
are many intelligent, informed, educated opin- 
ions. Those who claim to know the “truth” set 
themselves above all others, grant themselves 
God-like powers, and inherently are going to be 
unrestrained, uncompromising fanatics. They 
do not feel the need to question themselves or 
consider the views of others. 


Why do all the people who write to us 
about how much they hate Austin now, 
how it is a rotting, maggot-infested corpse 
of what it once was, stay here? This is not 
“love it or leave it.” I am encouraging no 
one to go, to be silent about his or her opin- 
ion, or to moderate his or her views. I’m 
just curious about why some people who 
write in expressing how terrible Austin has 
become and how much they hate it don’t 
leave. If you really dislike it all that much, 
why stay? 

Sure, sometimes I despair over Austin: how 
crowded it’s become, how much traffic there 
is, and how, despite the fact that you used to 
be able to get outside of town by driving in 
almost any direction for 10 minutes, it now 
often seems as though much of rural Texas 
has succumbed to suburban sprawl. 

Then I leave town. When I come back, 
what really stands out are the many reasons 
I love this community. 

What has made and still makes Austin 
what it is was never lack of traffic, cheap 
rents, and chicken-fried steak at the Stallion. 
I’m not disparaging any of those, and if my 
vote mattered, they’d all still be here. The 
richness of this community is now and has 
always been the people who live here. Their 
attitudes, careers, creativity, and concerns 
define Austin. This hasn’t changed. 

Last time I brought this up, as usual, the 
Chronicle received a flurry of letters damn- 
ing Austin while declaring it putrid. In par- 


ticular, anyone successful was dismissed by 
some as not being a real Austinite. Does one 
have to be poor to be of this community? 

Ironically, of course, when those who dis- 
miss others for having too much money 
themselves gain wealth - well, that’s different. 
They’ve earned it and deserve it. 

The Chronicle exists and is what it is 
because of this community. The paper has 
thrived here and continues to do so. On this, 
its anniversary, late at night I’ll go for a walk, 
to think and celebrate, to breathe in deeply 
the fleeting summer-evening air. There has 
been change; there will be more. If those 
changes had really killed “Austin,” then it 
really wouldn’t have been much in the first 
place, would it? ■

Every package that ships out of Sub Pop’s head- 
quarters in Seattle comes signed with Mark Arm’s 
name on the top line of the return address. That’s 


because the Mudhoney frontman 
manages the indie titan’s warehouse, 
but it’s more an acknowledgement of 
how crucial Arm was in branding Sub 
Pop’s early slacker aesthetic to the 
sonic youth. Both entities recently 
celebrated 20th anniversaries with 
the deluxe reissue of Mudhoney’s 
1988 debut EF? Superfuzz Bigmuff, 
the definitive document of the grunge 
era’s primordial debauchery, complete 
with a raw live recording from the 
band’s first international gig at the 
Berlin Independence Days festival in 
October 1988. At one point in the 
show, Arm pauses to ask people 
to pull down their pants if they like 
Mudhoney. No one does. 

“We didn’t go there with a lot of 
respect or anything,” Arm recalls. “I 
don’t think we really understood or 
thought that this thing was impor- 
tant or anything like that; we just 
sort of played this jack-off show. We 


played well and everything, but we 
just approached it with this silliness 
we approached a lot of things with. 
Oddly enough, I think that worked in 
our favor.” 

Mudhoney’s latest, The Lucky Ones, 
recorded in a mere 3V2 days, is a true 
return to form, from the authorita- 
tive primitivism of opener "I’m Now” 
to the distorted psych-blues of the 
title track. It’s enough to elicit black- 
and-white flashbacks of Charles 
Peterson’s iconic photography but 
also bears the influence of Arm’s time 
spent fronting the reformed MC5. 

“That was one of the weirdest 
and coolest experiences of my life,” 
Arm recalls. “People think of MC5 as 
being this really political band, but if 
you listen to the lyrics of something 
like ‘Kick Out the Jams,’ it’s mostly 
all about fucking - more fucking than 
dope and guns in the streets. Actually, 
there’s a lot of dope.” - Austin Powell
